Every 
college makes lists of comprehensive 
Khools ami flings wide its doors for 
Open Days, when the place is over- 
ran with 16-year-olds, anxious for a 
day off school, and often totally 
indifferent to the frantic wooing of 
I which ihe^ are the object. We de- 
vise special schemes for London 
special schemes for Scotland, special 
uhemes to enable those with no 
Greek to read Classics <and prob- 
ably those with no Latin will soon 


Police and 
prejudice 

I cpuple of years ago Jonathan 
I Benthall, director of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute, wrote an 
article in The TE^ about prejudice 
and stereo’iyping i^ich sparked off 
much interest and dpiivity.

be similarly encouraged). And then 
we pore over the statistics. 

Even though we recognize the dif- 
ficulty of satisfactorily classifying 
schools, sixth form colleges, colleges- 
of further education, tutorial estab- 
lishments, public schools, church 
schools and so on, still we use the 
^od old emotive pair. Comprehen- 
sive and Indepenoent, and become 
over-cxcited when the figures show 
that more successful candidates are 
drawn from comprehensive schools 
than independerit scJiools (49 per 
cent of those who started at Oxford 
in October 1982 were from compre- 
hensive schools, as against 47 per 
cent from independent schools, 4 
per cent coming from 'other* educa- 
tional backgrounds). We eagerly 
await this year's statistics, and shall 
be ashamed if the desired trend is 
reversed. 

What we don’t much ask 
ourselves is who these comprehen- 
sive school candidates are. Are they 
not the sons and daughters of doc- 
tors, teachers, vicars, bank mana- 


jgers, company directors, solicitors? 
The answer is that they are, almost 
without exception. And increasingly 
it can be presumed that this will be 
so, as comprehensive schools Im- 
prove.

Once the candidates have become 
undergraduates, it is very difficult 
indeed to mess what school they 
have come from, even what kind of 
school. If I wanted to fit my pupils 
into social categories, I woul(f have 
to operate on a totally different clas- 
sification.

comprehensive school pupil by his 
speech. Give or take u few trncc.s of 
regional accent, (and in Oxford 
there ore very few trncc.s, except

The real division has been made 
years before, when the .school-leav- 
ers leave after the fifth year, and 
the others stay on. We in the uni- 
versities tend to obscure this impor- 
tant truth by going on so mindlessly 
about what kind of sixth form our 
pupils have attended.

Exam boards 
jump gun 
on 16 -plus

Exam boards have seized on the 
new 16-plus national ciilcria as a 
back door ' route to scrapping O 
levels and CSEs in favour of a single 
system without waiting for the 
^roval of Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary. 

No sooner had tlie main batch of 
subject proposals (see page 16 and 
TES Inst week) landed on Sir 
Keith's desk than the boards were 
admitting that they were using them 
to draw up new syllabuses for intro- 
duction into schools as early as this 
September, 

The first exams based on the 
criteria will take place in 19^ with 
entries . rapidly . increasjira over the 
'next few yean. Market fora - the 
grwfng demand from schools for a 
ttnifiied exam- structure - are being 
Cited by the boards as their main 
reason' for turning a blind ^e -tp the 
ddibera(ion$., . of . the Education^ 
.Secretary, who has said he will only' 
'give his offlciai blessing to the 
plus if the criteria come up to 
scratch.

NUT accuses Dudley 
of inadequate smice

Conservative leaders of Dudley 
Council have been accused of run- 
ning a “semi-privatized, inequitably 
funded, selective education service 
which fails to meet the needs of all 
its pupils". 

In a report published this week 
called "Dudley - Education on the 
Brink", the local association of the 
National Union of Teachers warns: 
"Schools in Dudley, one of the 
country’s lowest spending local au- 
thorities, are relying heavily on pri- 
vate funding and many people be- 
lieve the l.e.a. is acting in breach of 
the 1944 Education Act." 

It issues a reminder that an HMI 
report on education in Dudley gave 
a warning last year that the service 
'was “at the edge of what can be 
done" and concludes: “If the educa- 
tion service was 'at the edge' last 
year, the latest cuts must, ^ace a I 
serious question-mark over Dudley ; 
education authority's performance 
of its statutory duties." 

It continues: "With the most re- 
cent cuts in capitation, the authority 
itself admits that by 1983 parents 
\rill be supplying basic materials that 
have been regaled hitherto as the 
i.e.a’s responsibility. Unfortunately, 
for Dudley Council, under section 
61 of the 1944 Act 'basic materials* 
are still very much the responsibility 
of the I.e.a^ by law . . . 

“Dudley Council's education poll- 
, cles are fast producing a seml-priva- 
' tized, inequitably funded, selective 
education service which fails to meet 
the needs of all its pupils. It would 
be ironic if in pursuing such policies 
a council which places emphasis on 
law and order was itself found to be

This week The TE5 publishes the full text of an 
interview Education Secretary Sir Keith 
Joseph has given to Panorama presenter 
Richard Lindley . The interview, part of a 
programme “Good enough for your child?” 
dealing with the MSC’s initiative on vocational 
and technical education, will be shown on 
BBCl next Monday at 8. 10 pm 
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Question: I've heiird it snid that 
you believe that we are stiindinc 
once more on the foothills of selec- 
tion. Now is ihat a phrase you 
accept? Or a phrase you shrink 
from? 

Sir Keith: ft's a vivid phrase. I often 
use "foothills” myself, but I haven't 
used ‘'foothills” like that. I would 
say that selection is going on now in 
schools that don't have a curriculum 
that gives all the children •> well, 
that is a bit ambitious — very nearly 
all the children, a choice which suits 
each of their potentials. 

Q: So the idea would be to have 
two streams of education in schools 
- separate but equal? 

Sir kelth: Separate but equal - in- 
tertwined. In some cases the chil- 
dren will opt for a different selec- 
tion of subjects, but there will be a 
larger, ideally technical, curriculum 
from which to choose. 

Q: or course "separate but equal" 
led in some contexts to segrega- 
tion. 

Sir Keith: These are powerful 
words. Tm not quite clear what you 
mean. 

Q: Weil, “separate but equal” is the 
phrase used by South Africa about 
apartheid, isn’t it. Do vou not think 
there is a danger of having two 
streams that are separate hut not 
equal? 

Sir Keith; I think the present danger 
is that a large pronorlion of children 
are not getting - I was going to sny 
‘'any'*, but at any rate much benefit 
from eleven years of compulsory 
education. It is that that is wrong, 1 
think, and that we are trying to put 
right. 

Q: Hasn't though the idea of diffe- 
rent kinds of education in secondary 
schools been tried before? Wasn't 
that exactly what we did after the 
war? Wasn’t it because it was seen 
not to work, because people simply 
didn't rate the kinds of education 
that weren’t ocadeinic, that wc gave 
it all up and went comprehensive? 
Sir Keith: Say I, too rapidly, and I 
was going to say too coniprenensive- 
ly. I mean, in loo overall a fashion. 
There were technical schools, a 
small number, under the 1944 Act. 
They never spread as was originally

intended, and I think that we want 
to encourage the rcintroduction of 
the technical stream within the pre- 
sent schools. 

Q: But how are you going to get 
that parity of esteem, that equality 
of respect for the non-academic 
courses that yop didn't get after the 
war? 

Sir Keith: You seem not to be able 
to grasp that the present position is, 
a very large proportion of children 
are not getting a benefit from 
school. They are certainly not get- 
ting a parity of esteem. They are 
either dropping out, or they are 
emerging from school without what 
they themselves, their parents or 
their potential employers would ex- 

E ect them to have got at school .... 
low this isn’t a aiticisin of 
teachers, it's a criticism of the curri- 
culum, and it means of course that 
if we do succeed, we have to ask the 
exaniining body, the examining 
boards - who are independent - to 
ensure that their examinations offer 
plenty of opportunity for those with 
technical training to show the attain- 
ments they’ve won. But there will 
be some - perhaps not many - 
whose bent will be in other ways 
than examinations, and for them we 
want to try to devise a combination 
of graded! tests, attainment tests, 
character assessments, where possi- 
ble judged by other than the 
teachers, lhat will be a ceriiflcate 
that the children can take away 
from school, to represent what they 
have achieved. 

Q: You're a product of a very 
academic education yourself - Har- 
row, Oxford, All Souls - and you’re 
a Cabinet Minister. What chance do 
you think a teenager might have of 
becoming, say, a member of govern- 
ment, throuM a vocational course 
of cduculion? Do you think they

need vocational education? 

Sir Keith: The idea is that children 
should be able to choose for them- 
selves, not me to choose. My con- 
cern is with the 40 per cent or more 
who aren’t getting any worthwhile 
response from a compulsory educa- 
tion now.

CSE ‘scandal- 
row rmewed 


Statement is nn entirely unwarranted 
and unjustified attack upon the in- 
tegrity of teachers who are bound by 
(he regulations and upon whose in- 
tegrity the validity of examinations 
depend. 

'‘That such an attack should be 
made by one in the position of Mr 
Henley is scandalous and teachers 
have a right to demand the immedi- 
ate and unconditional withdrawal of 
this statement by Mr Henl^.'' 

Earlier, Mr Henley told Tne TES 
that there was nothing new in the 
former pupils' so-called revelations. 
The exam board had been aware of 
them when it was called in by the 
headmaster, Mr Glyn Roberts, to 
conduct an investigation. It was true 
that folio work had been rewritten 
but the board had decided that (his 
did not amount to malpractice. 

All the pupils' work had been 
externally moderated and grades 
had been awarded in the light of the 
full facts, he said. 

“It was early days in the history 
of the exam. The board was satis- 
fied that the teachers had followed 
the spirit of the regulations in very 
difficult circiimstonccs.'' 

Set books chosen by Mr Gray had 
been "more appropriate for A level'' 
and when the tetichers took over 
from Mr Gray, who had left the 
school on a year's secondment, after 
three terms of a Five term course, 
the pupils had done no work for 
their folios. They had been faced 
with craniining five terms' work into 
two terms, he added. 

“The notion that there were 
pieces of work (hat had been rewrit- 
ten was well understood at the lime. 
It is part of the teacher's work to go 
through the pupil’s work and get 
them to reshape it," lie said. 

Mr Roberts told The TES that Ihe 
exam regulations had changed over 
the last nine years. All folio work 
for CSE exams was now the candi- 
date's original unaided work. Fair 
conics of essays were not accept- 
able. 

Mr Michael Morris, Conservative 
MP for Northampton South, said 
that hu found Mr Henley’s letter 
"extraordinary". After requests 
from icadiers and parents that he 
dear up misgivings about the con- 
duct of CSE exams, he had written 
to the exam, board seeking informa- 
tion on its procedures. 

If he failed to get satisfaction, he 
would seek a personal meeting with 
Sir Keith Joseph, ihe Education 
Secretary. "There are genuine con- 
cerns about (he status of CSE ex- 
ams," he said. "These must be 
cleared away." 

Meanwhile, a group of five coun- 
cillors, drawn from all parties, led 
by Mr Imi Miller, a Liberal, have 
repeatedly urged an inquiry into 
events at Deanshanger to restore 
public confidence in the CSE. 

Teachers on the CSE English 
panel for South Northamptonshire 
also sought an explanation from Mr 
Henley. Mr Malcom Brice, its chair- 
man, inter issued a statement saying 
that the public had no reason to 
lack confidence in the CSE. 

Controversy over the allegations 
surfaced again last week at a full 
meeting oMhe county council when 
Mr Jack Morrish. chninnan of the 
education committee, again rejected 
demands from (wo councillors for a 
public inquiry into the conduct of 
bSE exams. 

Tliis week a spokesman for the 
authority said that its attitude was 
unchanged from last December 
when the education committee 
voted thirty to two to endorse the 
following statement, which empha- 
sizes that Mr Gray was not dismis- 


sed because of his allegations about 
cheating and that there had been 
full investigations by the exam 
board and the county council at the 
time. 

, “After lengthy consideration, the 
finance and general purposes sub- 
committee of (he education commit- 
tee have decided that there should 
be no inquiry into the allegations by 
Mr Raymond Gray concerning the 
conduct of CSE English examina- 
tions at Deanshanger school in 1974. 

"They consider it would be entire- 
ly wrong to reopen any question 
relating to the conduct of the ex- 
aminations and Ihe results since 
separate investigations were carried 
out at the time oy the county coun- 
cil and (he examinations board into 
Mr Gray's allegations, which he did 
not substantiate and the source of 
which he did not disclose. 

"’nie county council and the ex- 
aminations board satisfied them- 
selves at Ihe time that the school 
had properly and fairly conducted 
tlie examinations. 

“The county council and the ex- 
aminations board were made fully 
aware of the examinations proce- 
dure adopted by the school at the 
time and were entirely satisfied that 
these procedures did not constitute 
malpractice and did not invalidate 
the results of the examination. 

“Moreover, the moderation of the 
teachers' marks which was con- 
ducted by the examinations board 
ensured that the grades awarded 
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Michael Henley: "Usual practice" 

were a (rue reflection of the candi- 
date's attainments in the subject. 
The matter has therefore been con- 
cluded so far as both bodies are 
concerned. 

“The committee drorecates (he 
continued attacks by Mr Gray relat- 
ing to these examinations, which re- 
flect totally unjustifiably on the in- 
tegrity of the head teacher and 
those dedicated teachers who were 
responsible for teaching English in 
the school's English department in 
the absence of Mr Gray for a period 
of 12 months on secondment. 

•The committee wishes to point 
out Ihat Mr Gray was dismissed in 
January 1975 for his unacaptable 
conduct in the school towards the 
headmaster and his colleagues and 
not for his allegations about the 
examinations. 

“The dismissal was found to be 
fair by an industrial tribunal whose 
decision was upheld by the employ- 
ment appeals tribunal as correct in 
every respect." ■ 

Mr Gray, aged 54, who has a wife 
and five children. _ha.s lived on soaal 
security since his dismissal. The 
teachers he accused are still at 
Deanshanger, which is now known as 
Kingsbroolt Comprehensive SchMi. 
Mr Henley is on sabbatical in Au- 



DBS suggests pupils could 
repair damage by vandals

Pupils could be asked to repair dam- 
age caused by vandalism at their 
schools as part of a drive (o cut 
down on costs, says a paper pre- 
pared by the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science. 

The paper, sent out to local educa- 
tion authorities for (heir comments, 
highlights several ways In which ex- 
penses due to vandalism In .schools 
and colleges could be reduced, 
“Vandalism Is largely an offence 
perpetrated by young people: pa- 
rents should be concerned and in- 
volved in working out ways of pre- 
venting It," It says. 

“Should pupils be encouraged, 
w herever possible, to assist in repair- 
ing damage caused by vandalism?" 

Another suggestion Is that such 
damage should be promptly re- 
paired. The paper says: “A di- 
lapidated appearance can evoke an 
uncaring attitude among people who 
use the building: accidental damage, 
if minor, may lead to damage 
appearing elsewhere . . . Prompt re- 
pair cun lielp keep a sense of caring 
rather than of neglect." 

The DES is suggesting that local 


education authorities should consider 
the paper’s conclusions but adds lhal 
it Is up lo them whether they distri- 
bute It to their schools and colleges. 

Qualined approval for Ihe paper’s 
suggestions came from the Nattonal 
Association of Schoolmaslers/Union 
of Women Teachers, whose deputy 
general secretary, Mr Nigel dc 

Gruchy, said: “We are not In fovnur 
of doing trade unionists out of Jobs 
but you shouldn't have to rely on an 
adequate supply of vaiidallsin to pro- 
vide employment. 

“The idea lhal kids should be 

made to fhee up lo the consequences 
of their actions Is one way out >• 
providing their work was properly 
supervised and was up to all the 
necessary standards." 

Hut a spokesman for the National 
Union of Teachers said: “If they arc 
considering really mg|or work like

Lord Beloff. chairman of (he Con- 
servative policy group which is 
drawing up education proposals for 
the manifesto, has disclosed that he 
is opposed to the introduction of 
education vouchers. 

Speaking on the BBC programme 
Facf ihe Press at the weekend, he 
aaid he was “very sceptical'' about 
them.

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Textbook aid scheme 
for developing world 
faces closure threat

Ad aid scheme which provides 
cheap British textbooks to students 
in the developinB world is again 
threatened willi closure, two years 
after it survived a scrutiny of its 
worth. 


The Low Priced Boohs Scheme, 
under which 6,000 books a day are 
bought in 80 countries, is Being 
reexamined by a team appointed, by 
-the' Overseas Development i Adirii* 
nistration. A report is due in March, 
after which a decision will be made 
on the scheme's future. 

The scheme, which has been run- 
ning since the early 1960s, offers 
textbooks, mainly in the fields of 
nursing, medicine and engineering, 
to college and university students at 
between a third and a half of the 
British retail price. It is funded by a 
£1.2m subsidy to British publishers 
from the aid budget. Most books 
are sold in Nigeria and India, 
although other countries with well 
developed higher education sectors, 

' such as Egypt, Malaysia and Hon- 
gkong, figure prominently in the 
scheme.

I Mr Malcolm Rowland, interna- 
tional secretary of the Book De- 
velopment Council, said this week 
that cutting the scheme would have 
a disastrous effect on book markets 
in these countries. Many universities 
adopted books for courses because 
they^ were on the subsidized list. 
Publishers believed the adage, 
"trade follows the book", he said. 

"If people are weaned on low- 
priced, subsidized books then as 
they move on in their careers they 
will be more inclined to buy other 
British books and equipment." 

The scheme was also an impor- 
tant way of combating book piracy, 
he said. Piracy, which is rampant in 
India, Pakistan and Egypt, is esti- 
mated to cost British and United 
States publishers £SOOm a year. 

Fbnds for the scheme, which in- 
volves SO publishers and 550 titles, 
have already been cut back from 
£2m a year. However the current 
evaluation was asked for by Mr Neil 
Marten, now moved from the job 
of Minister for Overseas Develop 
ment, and was initiated before the 
Government decided to back-pedal 
on its hardline attitude towards 
overseas students. Observers believe 
that this could indicate that the 
scheme will survive the current re- 
view.

A Lords ruling that a part-time lec- 
turer can claim for redundancy and 
unfoir dismissal has been regarded 
as a legal breakthrough for 
thousands of college lecturers and 
school supply teachers. 

Already three cases involving dis- 
missals of college lecturers are due 
to be heard in the ,wake of last 
week's House of Lords judgment, 

' hailed as a significant victory by 
both the National Union of 
Teachers and the National Associa- 
tion of Teachers in Further and 
Higher Education, the college lec- 
turers’ union. 

Until now, industrial tribunals 
and the courts have considered part- 
time teachers to be outride the 
terms of the Employment Protection 
Act, 1978, giving rise to union anxi- 
ety that they- might be regarded as 
"easy^ meat" for local education au- 
thorities and colleges having to 
make spending cuts. 

Last week’s decision is of most 
significance to college lecturers rince 
some colleges have as many as two- 
thirds of their staff emixoyed on 
contracts statiim the . number of 
hours they will work per college 
session. 

However, it also overturns 
another ruling 10 years ago in a case 
where it was decided that a supply 
teacher working for the Inner Lon- 


don Education' Authority did not 
have the right to claim for unfair 
dismissal or redundancy. 

Last week's case concerned Mrs 
Georgina Ford, of Albany Terrace, 
Leamington Spa, Warwickshire, 
who had claimed unfair dismissal 
and redundancy when her contract 
was not renewed in September, 
1979. She had been employed as a 
ceramics lecturer at Warwickshire 
College of Further Education on 38- 
week contracts for eight years run- 
nimt. 

The unanimous ruling by five Law 
Lords overruled earlier decisions by

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A letter from Dolton to Mr and 
Mrs Graeme describing the ban 
does not quota the Act but points 
out that the action has been taken 
with the knowledge and agreement 
of the chairman of governors at St 
Matthew's. This dearly fulfills an 
essential requirement of the law as 
it ^plies to aided schools. 

The letter states that during the 
past month the parents have visited 
or written to the school expressing 
dissatisfaction about l^nnethl 
education “on so many occasions 
that it has interfered with the day 
to day running of the school." 

Mr Graeme, a law student who 
says he has only visited the school 
once during working hours. Is ex- 
ploring ways of challenging the ban 
and may produce the first test case. 
He believes it contravenes a section 
of the Offences Against the Person 
Act 1861 which makes it unlawful to 
prevent a parent from having pos- 
session of their child. This week he 
wrote to Sir Michael Havers QC, 
the Attorney General, detailing his 
case and asking for guidance. 

Mr Graeme claims he is being 


"victimized" after a long-standing 
disagreement with the authority 
over Kenneth's schooling. The root 
cause of the dispute is, he says, his 
refusal two years ago to accept a 
place at a special school for Ken- 
neth, after Bolton had assessed hint 
as being in need of special education. 

The picture is complicated by the 
fact that last autumn Mr Graeme 
began legal proceedings against the 
headmistress, accusing her of slan- 
der. These are still continuing. 

He says he was barred from the 
school this term after he had asked 
"routine" questions at the school 
about a bruise on Kenneth's knee. 

"I didn't know how the bruise 
was caused so 1 asked the education 
department to investigate. The next 
thing I knew the teachers refosed to 
speaK to me, then I received this 
letter forbidding me from entering 
the school buildings." 

^ He went on: "We feel our rela- 
tions with the school have irretriev- 
ably broken down and that l^nneth 
should be offered an alternative 


education." The alternative should- 
be a place an another ordinary 
school or home tuition.'* 

He says Kenneth has medical 
problems linked to a deficiency of 
growth hormones and that he is a 
riow learner. Darren also has re- 
tarded physical growth but is not a 
slow learner. 

Mr Brian Hughes, Bolton's chief 
education officer, said the ban was 
necessa^ because the parents had 
put “unreasonable pressure" on the 
staff and school and he wanted to 
prevent further disruption. "On 
each occasion where I nave investi- 
gated a complaint I have found it 
without foundation." 

He was not aware that the pa- 
, rents wanted alternative education 
for Kenneth but said any parent was 
free to apply to any school for a 
place. It was wrong to claim the 
parents were -being victimized be- 
cause they had refused a place at a 
special scnool. 

Mr Hughes believed it was impor- 
tant that the whole case be reas- 
sessed.

Much of her training work has 
been in [vrimary schools, for which 
she has evolved u three-session 
course. This starts with tlic tcncliors' 
own perceptions of the position of 
women in society, moves on to the 
primary curriculum and urgauiza- 
lion, mid cuds with staffs ideniifyinit 
specific aims and strategie.s for their 
schools. 


To date she has worked with the 
stuff of nine primarv schools and has 
found that, while the level of fami- 
liarity with the issues varies enor- 
mously, most teachers are keenly 
interested in the problems. “One 
thing that emerges is that primary 
ic.icners arc very aware of girls' 
brightness. They know that some- 
thing must go wrong, somewhere, to 
obscure this." Teachers also lend in 
he deeply interested in gender role 
acquisition - how children conic to 
allBch specific values to the idea nl 
male and female. 

"What I hope I am doing is rais- 
ing Ihe level at which prufcssiunal 
discussion in this area takes place - 
I'm saying all the time dial this is a 
serious professional issue which we 
should approach as serious profes- 
sional educators.’' 

Alongside Ilie courses she pro- 




vidcs background reading rnaierini, 
but finds tlicre is little nininsiream 
work available. Most material is still 
put out privately, and inevitably, at 
limes, somewhat amateurishly. 

At secondary level, where staffs 
arc bigger nnd more diverse, site 
secs her role as fostering and en- 
couraging work already being done 
on equal opportunities. Seven out of 
Brent’s 18 schools now liave equal 
opporiuniiies working parties, nil 
looking at tliffcrcni aspects of (he 
eurricinuin, school orgnnizniion or 
the hidden etirriculiim. 

It is not her job, she emphasizes, 
In prumoie equal opporiuniiies in 
science, rtuii is the job of the scien- 
ce adviser. 

Despite loacher union opposiiiijn 
to (he post, Ihr/d Taylor el.iinis to 
encouiUcr little face-to-face hostility. 
She has never fell (hat a school is 
rclueianl to have her visit, and now 
that she is better known, schools 
increasingly approach her for 
advice. "I-veryone seems to 1re:ii 
the post in a very proper way”, she 
says. 

One area uf constant difficiiliy. in 
an iiuiliority wlierc 46 per cent of 
pupils are non-wliiie. is the problem 
of culture clash. Hazel Taylor savs it 
is almost impossible to work ' out 
“the extent to which you are talking 
iihout the inequality of women in a 
Western nnd Clirislian soeiely", but 
from her discussions with Asian and 
other women she is convinced tluit 
nil women want to sec changes, 
even if these arc changes which re- 
main firmlv rooted in their own 




cultural fiamework. 

Having an ailviscr with responsi- 
bility for equal opporiuniiies r.iises 
both the quantity and quality of 
work being done, she feels. None ot 
the primary teacher training would 
have taken place without nor and 
she is also able to get involved in a 
wider area than that of cducatiun 
alone'. Part uf her lime recently has 
been spent in discussions about pro- 
vision for the under-fivcR, involving 
social workers and playgroup staff.

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Scout project fells to atti^ Asians

A four-year pilot project to interest 
Asians in Scouting has attracted few 
boys and failed to recruit an adult 
lender. 

The project based in Slough. 
Ducks, was sponsored by the Scout 
Association and backed by a grant 
of more than £30.000 from the I>ES 
with a further £3,000 from the Man- 
rawer Services Commission and 
£J,000 from the Commission for 
Racial Equality. 

At first almost half of the 600 
boys interviewed said they would 
join a Scout group if it was of the 
same religion or culture as their 
own. Four years later only 35-40 
Asian boys are Scouts in the Slough 
district.

Prelimina^ research in 1977 by a 
sociologist ^om Brunei University 
recommended separate troops for 
ethnic minorities. The 8th Slou^ 
Scout Group was established at 
Slough and Eton secondary school, 
where half the pupils are from 
Asian backgrounds. It was under 
the personal leadership of the pro- 
ject leader, Mr Mahmud Ahmad, a 
3S-year-old youth worker and for- 
mer Scout in Pakistim. 

Within a month 50 boys and four 
Asian adults had joined out none of 
the adults stayed long enough to 


qualify as a leader the modern 




version of Scoutmaster - and the 
number of boys dropped after (wo 
years. 

The organizers blame difTiculiy in 
finding a proper hut for the 8th 
Scout group. They also think results 
would nave been more favourable if 
the group had owned some form of 
transport. 

“Asian parents on the whole do 
not allow their children, particularly 
the younger children, to attend 
meetings without adequate transport 
facilities being provided," one orga- 
nizer said. 

Towards the end of the project a 
minibus costing £8,0(X) was provided 
by funds from the Silver Jubilee 
Appeol. 


Mr Ahmad said this week: “There 
is an urgent need fur a central 
place, not only for the use of scout- 
ing activities but also ns a centre for 
Asian community activities. At this 
present time It is difficiih to visiinl- 
ize how fnr-rcaching the benefits 
from this small project will prove to 
be both to the Scout Association 
and to the community as n whole." 

Mr R G Greenwood, Slouch dis- 
trict Scout commissioner, said: “We 
may have set our targets rather high 
for this project."

point of going on - what I want to 
do is gel a job where there will be a 
future^," she added. 

“My school has been shattered 
that tne head girl is saying that sort 
of thing. She wants a career in 
bankii^ when she could have gone 
on to university and doesn't seem to 
see herself moving out through the 
traditional academic route." 

Earlier, Mr Knight had warned 
that state schools were being asked 
to “tool up for a future which is 
more production orientated". He 
added, that some had not taught 
their pupils “the poise and confi- 
dence^ of their counterparts in the 
independent sector. 

The independents placed emph- 
asis on social and living skills. ‘T am 
not sure that the maintained sector 
has done its stuff," he added. *'I 
have an awful feeling that the 
schools sometimes fall Into a trap 
here," 

Local education authorities would 
have to swallow their financial pride 
in future: "No authority can afford 
to live within formal resources. It 
has got to be prepared to tap in- 
stitutions like the EEC and MSC," 
he added. 


Strong support for exam control 


Teachers have voted against (he Intro- 
duclton of the slng^ 16-plus ex- 
amination unless they can have con- 
trol of the syllobua, tlie form of the 
examination and the award of 
grades. 

Delegates overwhelmingly backed 
a motion urging the union's execu- 
tive to say there should be no com- 
mon 16-plus examination unless 
these criteria were met. 

Mr Mike Good, fVom Wolvei*- 
hamplott, proposing the motion, said: 
"At the moment, control seCou to be 
redding forther and further from us as 
we go over towards these nniionally 


agreed criteria," 

Earlier, a teachers' leader bad 
claimed that the new 16-plus ex- 
amination criteria “Just left out (he 
bottom 40 per cent". Mr Colin 
Yardley, a member of the NUT'a 
secondnry schools advlso^ commit- 
tee and secretary of the Greenwich, 
London, teachers' assodatlou, called 
on schools to use the City and Guilds' 
London lustltute's foundation course 
for 16 and 17-yea^old pupils for 
their 14 to 16 age group. 

In many schools the number of 
youngsters by-pnsscd by the common 


16-plus examination would be “40 
per cent plus," The new examination 
would foil children “on n massive 
scale and the kids aren't fooled." 

^Delegates gave firm support to 
their union's stand In renising to 
cooperate with the Curriculum nnd 
Examluatloni Councils - the two 
bodies being set up bv the mvem- 
ment to repiOM the Schools Cfouncll. 

Some speakers questioned the wis- 
dom of relhslng to supply names to 
Sir Keith Joseph, Education Secret- 
ary, of people the union woidd like 
to sec serving on them. 


MSC plan 
‘poses threat 
to schools’ 

Mr Jack Chambers, immediate past 
president of the NUT, has warned 
that the Government's new technical 
and vocational educational initiative 
could divide youngsters into “sheep 
and goats” and could pose a real 
threat to comprehensive education. 

Mr Chambers said that the Gov- 
ernment's motives for introducing 
the scheme - under which 10 areas 
of the country will be selected to 
pioneer technical education for 
younpters from the ^ of 14 ~ had 
to be seen “alongside its commit- 
ment to the preservation of gram- 
mar schools, the voudier system and 
an elitist approach". 

However, he urged Ihe union to 
welcome both the NTVEI nnd 'the 
new Youth Training Scheme “on 
the basis of what we^e going to do 
about them when we get in on the 
act.” 

Earlier, Mr Roy Jackson, head of 
the TUC's education department, 
said the TUC hod been seriously 
concerned that the new initiative to 
be run by the Manpower Services 
Commission could have undermined 
comprehensive education and set up 
institutions outside the control of 
l.e.a.s. 

Delegates agreed to urge the un- 
ion's executive to present an 
emergency resolution to the annual 
NUT conference at Easter, voicing 
concern that many 14 to 16-year- 
olds will be ineli^blc for Ihe scheme 
and that control over its curriculum 
has been removed from teachers. 

In addition, they voiced “grave 
concern" ovec the union’s current 
lack of policy on the NTVEI, and 
reiterated the union's demand that 
there should be a common system of 
remuneration for all 16 to 19-year- 
ol^.

• The abilities to recall, organize, 
analyse, interpret and evaluate so- 
cial scientific knowledge and to ap-

range of levels: individual, group, 
institutional, national and interna- 
tional. 

• The process of income and 
wealth generation and distribution, 
the problems of scarcity and choia', 
and alternative means of nllocaiing 
resources. 

• The sources, distribution and ex- 
ercise of power in societies. 

• *l'hc implications of gender for 
society and for the individual. 

The coiiteiu of syllulnises focusine 
on an individual socini .science di.sci- 
pline, such as economics, is more 
lightly defined. Thus, five themes 
are stipuhiied for inclusion in social 
science: economics as n minimum 
rcuiijrcincnt.

The ability to distinguish between 
evidence and opinion. 

Content is describqd by nine 
themes. They inciude: 

• The inter-relationship, and inter- 
dependence of social, cultural econ- 
omic and political factors at a 


tcrial testing both liiemry and mi- 
mcrical skills, reMricleri response 
questions and free response ques- 
tions. They should include nii end-of- 
cotirse written exuin. Ifcoursew'ork Is 
used, it should nccouiit for 20 to SO per 
cent of the nvnilable marks. No more 
than 40 per cent of the marks should 
be awarded for the skill of recall. 

RELIGIOUS 

STUDIES 

The council sets out five alms for 
the subject. They include: 

• To promote an inquiring, critical 
and sympathetic approuch to the 
study of religion, especially in its 
individual and corporate expression 
in the contemporary world. 

• To Introduce candidates to the 
challenging and varied nature of re- 
ligion, and to the ways in which this 
is reflected in experience, belief and 
mactice. 

• To help candidates to identify 
and explore questions about (he 
meaning of lire, and to consider 
such questions in relation to relig- 
ious traditions. 

Three main assessment objectives 
are given covering the areas of fac- 
lual knowledge, understanding and 


evaluation. Examples include; 

• Show understanding of ilic role 
and importance in religion of specinl 
people, writings and traditions. 

• Show uiidcrsi.inding of religious 
and. where appropriate, non-rclig- 
ious responses to contemporary 
moral issues, both personal and so- 
cial. 

Six major world relieions - 
Buddhism, Christianity, Fhnduism, 
Islam, Judaism and Sikhism - are 
approved for study. One or two of 
these may be explored from n va- 
riety of approaches such as origins niul 
teachings, history or sacred texts. If 
only one religion is used, it must be 
studied through more than one 
approach. 

Alternatively, candidates can opt 
for n thematic study of three relig- 
ions. Suggested themes include; 
founders or loaders, festivals, fasts 
and .solemn days and worship and 
ritual. 

Syllabuses dealing with a particu- 
lar religious or denominational 
tradition will be allowed provided 
all the nsse.<ismenl objectives arc 
met. 

Assessment objectives shall be 
weighted as follows; knowledee ^5 
to 45 per cent of the nvjiilnhle 
marks; understanding 35 to 45 per 
cent; evaluation 15 to 25 per cent. 

Differentiated forms of assess- 
ment must be included in nil 
schemes drawn up by exam groups. 
Teacher assessment is allowed and 
should normally account for 20 to 3U 
per cent of (he available marks. 


MUSIC 


The council says its criteria are in- 
tended to encourage “imaginative 
teaching in schools and foster a 
sealer understanding of music 
mrough more direct experience of 
the creative processes involved". 

It sets out nine aims. Tlicv in- 
clude; 

• To develop sensitivity towards 
music through personal experience 
by (he exercise of imagination nnd 
the acquisition of skills ami know- 
ledge. 
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• To stimuliiiv ami ilcvclup an 
appivcialioii aiul cnJiiynu'iU itf 
music ilmnigh an active iiivolvement 
in the three musical aeiivjties; listen- 
ing, performing ami coniposing. 

• To develop a |ieree[>tive. sensitive 
and critical response tu music of 
different style.s in a historical aiul 
cultural context. 

• To encourauc the developmeiii of 
memory and the acquisition uf skills 
of a more geiioial naliiie sueh as 
analysis, inveniivene.ss aiui c<Hirdiiia- 
tion. 

AsscssmeiU objectives are de- 
scribed umlei three heudinus - 
listening, perlorining (prepared ami 
unprepared), mul eompi>smg. 

Coiiieni is also described under 
these licading.s though rooiu Ls left 
for options based on them. The 
council says it is looking for a 
‘'spontanonus and informed re- 
sponse" which will be more likelv if 
children have the chance to encoun- 
ter music at first hand. The con- 
struction of musical instruments mul 
‘'peripheral ami iion-musicar proj- 
ects should nut be incluiiud. 

Marks for each of the three 
asse.ssmenl objectives .should raiiue 
between 25 and 411 per cent of the 
total availahle. Opiions. if included, 
can curry between ID and 25 per 
cent of the marks. 

Multiple choice i|nes(ions, short 
answer questions, free response 
questions, short essay and extended 
paragraphs are nil aj'proved as 
methods of assessing listening abil- 
ity. Differentiated assessment is not 
necessary. Most exams would he 
board-based. Total examining time 
for listening should mil exceed two 
hours. 

Tests of performing ability will he 
ftutomaticafly differentiated. 'Ihev 
will be conducted by the teacher and 
externally moderated or by nn exter- 
nal examiner. Schemes of assess- 
ment will take into accxiunt Ihc diffi- 
culty of (he music and the .standard 
of nerformniice. 

Tests of composing ability will 
also be autoinsilically differeiiliatcd. 
Again, teacher or examiner assess- 
ment will be possible. Asses.smcnt 
should qminlify variety, consisleticy 
of style, balHiicc uiul form. 

GEOGRAPHY

to get round the problem by turning 
itself into a tcrtiaiy college, a 
change which would bring it under 
further education regulations. The 
county's proposal is now sitting on 
the desk of Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary, awaiting 
approval. The plan is unusual in 
that firockenhurst has no further 
education college with which to 
merge: it would simply expand to 
fill Its new role. 

Bui it would not be the first of 
Hampshire’s sixth-form colleges to 
do that. At Alton, a small and weal- 
thy town with about 12,000 inliabi- 
tants, the county's only purpose- 
built sixth-form college luis already 
had the chaime approved nnd goes 
tertiary this ^pteniber. 

You might think that Alton Col- 
lege had enough headaches already 
without giving itself a new role. Its 
attractive, single-storey buildinp 
were designed tor 250 students; 
college now has 620. 

Alton’s bulging student popula- 
tion - mainly the re.sult of a highly 
successful drive to attract students 
from the independent sector - 
achieves good academic results. Half 
of the second year students go on to 
higher education. 

Bui, as Mr Michael Gray, the prin- 
cipal, explained to MPs during a 
wnistle-stop tour in the morning, the 
college cannot cope with students of 
below overage ability. Hence the 
chnngc to a tertiary college, with 
new buildings springing up to house 
courses in catering, engineering nnd 
business studies. 

Like Mr Baker, Mr Gray would 
like his college to take part in the 
Youth Training Scheme, in his case, 
the technical oarriers to participa- 
tion will have been removed from 
this autumn, but he thinks it unwise 
to jump too fast in (he first year of 
going tertiary. “We wouldn t have 
all the buildings and there is uncer- 
tainty over our own finances”, hel 
said. 

Another sixth-form college the 
MPs visited during the morning ca- 
tered for a wider spread of ability. 
Tliis was Queen Mary's College in 
Basingstoke, the London overspill 
town that is a characterless mixture 
of large housing estates and wealth 
created by the computer revolution 
- “roundabout city*^, as it is com- 
monly known. 

Unlike Alton and Brockenhurst, 
Queen Mary's has a further educa- 
tion college nearby to share the 
education and training of 16 to 19- 
year-olds. Queen Mary's caters for 
the bright students destined for col- 
lege or university, takes its share ol 
the middle ability students - and 
provides some remedial courses for 
those who are unable to get into the 
further education college. As its 
I, Eric Macfarlane^ told the 
IPs: “We have everything from 


outings and holidays. 

Enc Macfarlane emphasized the 
adult atmosphere of the college and 
called the students’ freedom to 
come and go “responsibility'' - a 
description somewhat sceptically re- 
ceived by the Conservative MPs. 
There are, for instance, silent study 
rooms superv'ised by staff; the stu- 
dents can go if they wish but are not 
forced to do so. Students run their 
own clubs and activities with a 
member of staff in the background. 
Judging by a brief visit, the policy 
seemed to work well. 

The same atmosphere prevails at 
Alton College. 

Hampshire has moved further 
with sixth-form reorganization than 
any other large education authority. 
Witli one purpose-built tertiary col- 
lege in Andover nnd 12 sixth-form 
colleges, it has 5,500 16 to 19 stu- 
dents in separate post-16 colleges 
compared with only 1,600 in the 20 
all-through comprehensives.

MPs found a good deal of su 
for the break at 16. Of all the 
teacher unions gathered to give evi- 
dence, only the spokesman for the 
Secondary Heads Association ex- 
pressed serious reservations about 
sraarate posl-16 provision for all. 
“Some pupils are ready to go on 
and take adult attitudes. Others 
need the support of an all-through 
school’’, he snid. One NUT repre- 
sentative also stressed the staffi 
problems of 11-16 schools. 

But if the MPs came to Hamp- 
shire looking for a uniform system 
of support for tertiary colleges, they 
did not find it. While nearly every- 
one supported post-16 provision, 
there also seemed to be general 
agreement that a terti,'iry college 
was the best solution for some areas 
but a mixture of further education 
and sixth-form colleges was better 
for others.

Man in charge caUs liish 

youth schemes a waste 


Ireland’s training and work schemes 
for the youru unemployed are most- 
ly “meanlngii^ activities” according 
to the man responsible tor running 
them, Mr Niall. Creene, chief execu- 
tive of the government’s Youth' Em- 
ployment Agency. The agency, 
financed by a 1 per cent levy on all 
incomes, was set up last year to 
expand existina schemes and de- 
velop new initiatives. 

Mr Greene is making it clear that 
he thinks attempts to reform many 
of the schemes have been a waste of 
time. 

He says they are predominantly 
geared to providing services whicn 
would normally be met out of the 
exchequer and were not designed to 
meet the educational, trainmg and 
work experience needs of the parti- 
cipants. 

Even quite progressive groups 
look on youth unemployment as an 
opportunity to have cacUitles or 
amenities provided on the cheap 
rather than addressing themselves to 
the more deep-seated needs of the 
young people themselves, Mr 
Greene adds. 

The agency is against the con- 
tinuation of nenowiy based pro- 
grammes and wants to replace them 
with a more varied approach. 

Mr Greene wants two schemes 
scrapped. One is an environmental 
improvement programme set up In 
19/7 and Implemented by local au- 
thorities. 

- Tlte other is*' a Department 6f 
Education scheme under which 
grants are paid to youth and sports 
organizations which hire young peo- 
ple to improve local amenities. 

Mr Greene has annoyed some 
people but pleased the National! 
Youth Council which wants the 
wncy to achieve greater coordina- 
tion of training and work schemes. 
The new coalition government has 
' promised to remove obstacles in the 
wv of. the agency. 

This year the 1 per cent levy 
wlil yield about IR£71m and some 
other funding will he available from 
the EEC, . 

About :43,QQ0 young people will 
engage in kheihea financed by the 
agency long and abort term, 
apprenticeship, school to work pro- 
jects. a trainee farmers’ scheme, a 
youth employment development 
officer programme and other mea- 
sures-.'

Standards and equality slip away 


A dispiriting picture of s school 
system in deep decline emerges 
from B new study of contemporary 
America. 

The study describes how stan- 
dards are slipping and how more 
and more pupils are being with- 
drawn into private schools. It shows 
how the financial base of schools is 
being eroded and points out that in a 
system dedicated to equality it is still 
the black. Hispanic, Indian and poor 
white pupils who are the losers. 

America, Americata is written by 
two Economist journalists, both of 
whom have spent a number of years 
reporting from Washington. 

The authors take the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) results - what 
they call the Dow Jones index for 
education - as a rough measure of 
national schooling standarcb. Scores 

E eaked in the post-Sputnik years, 
ut have declined each year since 
19ffl with gathering speed. Over 
these years the pool of pupils taking 
the test hag grown but this dilution, 
(hey say, only partly explains the 
dr^ in scores. 

Tnis decline is reOected in other 
tests such as the American College 
Test and the Iowa Testing Program- 
me. In all these tests only among 
the very bri^test pupils has there 
been no deterioration. 

The authors isolate a number of 
causes for this decline. These in- 
clude aspects of the two main and 
conflicting Influences on schools - a 
desire for standardized uniformity 
and an emphasis on individual free- 
dom and local control. 

Parents, they say, are quick to 
attribute poor results to problems of 
discipline, although the reality of 
violence in Ameriun schools is no- 
where near as shocking os the com- 
mon myths of mayhem. 

There is also a widespread belief 
that teachers are not up to scratch - 
and plenty of evidence to fuel the 
allegations. “When teachqrs In 
Wales, Wisconsin, a suburb of Mil- 
waukee, sent in proposals tor a cur- 



tbe Ameiicnn Federation of Teachers, 
has said impatiently that teachers "are 
surroundeo by parents who feel they 
could do as good a job (caching 
children, if they weren’t too busy 
money". Additional pressures 
come religious fundamentalists 
who vet texts and teaching for any hint 
of anti-Bible sentiment, and from an 
overall national tendency to treat 
bookleaming with a hint of scorn.

An increased choice of school 
courses and a relaxation of college 
entry requirements have also played 
a part in the national slippage. If 
crMits are given for courses m en- 
vironment studies, mass media, 
astrology and student government, 
the authors point out, rewer pupils 
are going to opt for hard courses in 
French, Derman or algebra. 

The result is olten a frightening 
lack of basic skills. An economics 
lecturer at the University of South- 
ern Callfomla complains that the 
English writing skills of many of his 
students ore so poor that some do 


not know even to cafritalize the word 
Two thirds of the hlgli school 
graduates going on to City College in 
New York ne^ remedial classes - o 
high figure even for an open access 
college. 

However, in contrast to the in- 
creasing flexlbiUty of subject choice, 
school texts remain standardized, 
bland products which will safely suit 
b 11 trends and give offence lo no 
one. This format of standardized 
texts and tests, the authors say,- has 
some pluses, but many more minuses. 

"It teinforees certain typical Amer- 
ican intellectual characteristics: de- 
termination to find answers to every 
question, a respect for individual 
mets, an impatience with ambi- 
guities or shades of meaning. There 
IS also a price to pay: a certain 
ment^ passivity, ano unwillingness 
to quesbon autnorlty or ask why, a 
weakness of blending fact and opin- 
ion that comes out clearly, in (he 
poverty of students’ writing. 

Teachers are further hampered In 
their classrooms by being venr much 
under the tlmmb of powerful school 
boards and parent-teacher ossocin- 
tions. Mr Albert Shanker, leader of 


the authors write. 

Whatever the reasons for the de- 
cline of state schools, parents arc 
oerlalnJy pulling their clilldrcn out 
of them. While overall pupil numbrs 
have fallen, the number of children 
at private schools - about five mil- 
lion - has remained constant. 
Attendance at non-Caitholie p^ate 
schools has risen from 700, tXK) in 
1960 lo 1.7 million today. 

State schools are being further 
weakened by increasingly precarious 
finances. Tiie structure of (he coun- 
try’s population is dinnging rapidly, 
and now only three out of ten adults 
l^ave children in state schools. As a 
result taxpayers are becoming more 
reluctant to coi»h up extra cash for 
their schools. The rejection rate in 
local voting on new bonds to finance 
schools is now 50 per cent, double 
what it W8& in the 1950s. 

While some progress has been 
made towards integrating schools . 
and improving (he achievements of 
black pupils, the authors write, this 
has been done at enormous cost. A 
reaction has now set in, and the 
battle of the 1980s will not be to 
gain further ground, but to prevent 
a sliding back.

“Beavers.beavers, beavers”, chor- 
used the six aad seven-year-old boys with an 
eathuslasm which practically raised the church 

*'^"And* wh8t do we do?" called out the 
leader. "Ptm and friends. Sharing, sharing, 
sharing", shouted back the youngsters. 

Ritual over, it was down to work, which 
included creative aedvites like painting and 
eggbox sculpture, games and that week, a 
visit from two local firemen with a film on 
safety iu the home. 

Beavers are under eights;- too young to be 
cubs, but a growing phenomenon in the Scout 
movement. Last October, they were officially 
recognized by the Scout Association and since 
then some 500 groups have been set up in 
England and Wales. 

The guidelines for beaver groups - or col- 
onies as they are called by the association - 
^ unusually vague for a movement which 
hat a tradition of formalized training and 
djsdplioed development. Little is laid down 
beyond the motto "fun and friends”, and a 
uniform which is simply a turquoise scarf and 
red woggle worn over everyday clothes. 

The association’s director of programmes, 
Derek Twine expiaiued: “We are trying to 
keep the beginnings as flexible as possible, 
and to provide something based on the in- 
terests and needs of the age range and not 
bounded by traditions or by what we do with 
other age ranges." 

In re^ty, tUs means that when the associa- 
tion's review body meets this July, it will be 
looking for ways of steering the difficult 
course between the faction who want a for- 
malized training programme for the unde^ 
eights and those who are happier with a more 
relaxed play-group type of atmosphere. 

Beavers, however, are not as new to (his 
country as the association’s cautious recogni- 
tion of them might suggest. In Northern Ire- 
hnd, for example, they have been flourishing 
under the autonomy of (he province’s regional 
Kou^g council’ since the sixties, while on 
^land Britain, a few informal groups have 
been set up - some under other names such 
®*^ps or Little Brothers. 

_Tlie name, beaver, coraps from Canada 
were the under-eight colonies are as wrap- 
Pw up in the mythology of a tale called 
of the Forest as the cubs are in 
^ng's Jungle Book. In Canada, beavers 
™ve b^rae an important part of the nation- 
wwuHng movement with their own uni- 
badges and well-developed training 
Programmes. 
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It was after hearing about the Canadian 
beavers that Irene Murfin, a mother of three, 
decided to set up one of the fint beaver 
colonies in (his country,. She recalled} -'When 
my middle son was about five^ he asked when 
he could got to cubs. 1 bad to explain that 
he’d have to wait until he was eight - and at that 
age, it seemed like an awful long timei” 
That was less than two years ago, and 'yet 
when Mrs Martin approached the association 
headquarters in London, they told her it was 
nothing to do with them and advised her to 
obtain some kind of sponsorship frtim her 
local scout group. 


Fortunately, she was already on good terms 
with the group ~ the 4th Bedworth near 
Nuneaton in Warwickshire - and with, the 
church which funded them. Convincing them 
something should be- provided for under- 
eights posed few problems - and it wasn’t 
long b^ore she began to . run weeJdy.lreaver 
meetings in the church . hall. 

' The first attracted seven boys and by (he. 
next week the number had doubled. Today, 
she has to restrict attendance to 15 and has a 
waiting list which could easily make up 
another group if she had the help, 

“There Is a demand from, the kids them- 


selves. These days they are more forward and 
need something al six or even earlier to 
develop them", she says. 

“With us, they do things which they prob- 
ably wouldn’t do in school, and learn to get 
on with other children and work together. It 
brings the shy ones out of themselves and 
helps the excitable kids to learn self-control." 

The mothers, who bring their children to 
the beaver meetinp, also feel it helps them. 
One, whose son does not seem particularly 
bright at school, commented: “It has helped 
give him more confidence. Here, he has a 
chance to do more practical things which lie is 
good at - he’s at an age when he needs-to do 
something and feel he belongs, and this is like 
his own little club”. 

The present flexible approach allows the 
leaders to develop activities to meet the needs 
of a particular group of children, but some, 
like Irene Marfin, would still rather see more 
formal guidelines laid down. 

She believes that beavers should have to 
make a promise jike the cubs and scouts, 
that they should have lo work towards badges 
and have a full uniform, a salute and a flag. 
Her own group is already considering an 
unofficial uniform of brown sweat shirt and 
trousers, a policy which has already been 
adopted informally in a few other colonies. 

Every month, they also take part in the 
parading of the flags and this year they will 
join In the Rememberance Sunday parade. 
“It’s giving them discipline", she said. “Show- 
ing them that you must be proud of your flags 
and your country." 

At the moment, however, the association as 
a whole Is trying Is steer clear of such formali- 
ties. It is encouraging parents with little or no 
experience in scouting to take over beaver 
colonies rather than relying on leaders who have 
been with the movement all their lives. 

After a basic training period of two or 
three evenings, the parents are given a free 
hand to use their own experience of six and 
seven-year-olds to develop relevant activities, 
'^e only recommendation from (he associa- 
tion Is that the colonies are small - around a 
. dozen or so - and have at least two leaders. 

One scouting official observed: "There 
seems to be more Interest .In the urban -en- 
vironments because- that 'Is where people tend 
to be more organized as far as their children 
are concerned. In rural areas, organization is 
often more, difficult and. there is often a more 
traditional approadi to scoutng.” 

. Derek Twine believes, however that beaveia 
will be a good thing for the movement as! a 
whole, making leaders re-examine the basic 
principles of scouting rather than just keeping to 
(he traditional ways.

then there are important decisions to be made 
about the subject “frame” to be placed 
around it. The expcrieni» will be very diffe- 
rent if it is seen as part of careers education 
than if it is part of, say, geography or sdenro. 
And how far la project work linked to (he 
subject to be permitted to interfere with the 
experience itself? , : . 

Schools should also look at how far their 
objectives might be effectively attained by. 
other, related means. For instance t there are; 
work simulations, in which pupils experience 
work tasks but hot in a work environment. 
Examples include business gamps, “produc- 
tion-line" projects, and mini companies, in 
which young people form themselves Intp a; 
cooperative or limited company and “trade 
for a period before gciing intp liquidation. 




Mini Gorapanips can provide simulated experi- 
ence of being an employer, whereas work- 
experience schemes are limited to the role of 
employee. 

There are also work observation schemes, 
in which pupils, experience work environments 
but not work tasks. These include traditional 
work visits, normally carried out by groups; 
and "shadowing”, in which an individual fol- 
lows a particular wrorker for a period of time, 
watches what he or she does. 

A fortlier option is the use of. adults other 
than teachers, in which pupils Iparn about' 
work tasks and work environments vicariously 
through contact, with working adults outside 
the work-place. The concept of (he "working 
coach", deimloped by the Orubti Institute, 
provides one. model for such contact; other* 
have been .developed within ' the Schools 
Coundr ladustry Project. . ; 

Finally, (hare are part-time and holiday 
jobs, which are more real than work experi- 
ence, not least because they are based on a 
contractual relationship in which wages are 
rereived for .'services rendered. While this . 
imposes its oWn ' limitations, it is, ironic that ' 
some . schools which invest 'much ' time and . 
effort in setlilig up work-experience schemes 
totally ignore; the experiences of work which 
(heir pupils, already possess. '. 

These alternatives . are not mutually exclu-' 
sive: indeed, (hey can supplement and re- 
inforce bach otoer. Ftir example, adults other 
than toadfiers. can help in fbllow-'up vrork on 
work-exp^edoe. schemes or bn work slmvla- 
tiona, What is needed Is a clearer assessiheht of 
the merits and limitations of each. The range of 
jobs for uriiich work experience can be offered is 
limited by issues of safety, confidentiality, and

skill: a work-experience trainee is luilikely to 
find willing victims with whom to taste the job of 
a surgeon. For su.ch jobs, simulations or “riia- 
dowing” schemes may be more appropriate. 

Employment is still in our society the major 
source of identity, status and income ; but If there 
is not enough of it, the concept of .work, arguably 
neecb to be broadened. Mini companies 
broaden it by encouraging youngsters to initiate 
work; fommunlty serWee, encourages a vjew of 
work as a' contribution. Some schools -are 
deliberately .riiai^njg thdr work-experience 
and commuriity-service. schemes: 

Should, ;theii, sriiobZs withdraw .froiD Wbrk 
experience altogether? Should work experi- 
ence. bc^ confined to 'YTS, and schools cOnren- 
trate .bn other forms , of contact with the 
working world? Such ai^uments have a super- 
ficial plausibility and there ' Is . a 
danger (hat the advent of YTS .will tempt 
soi^ools to withdraw into a narrower vlpw. ol 
fbeir role, and reduce pressures , to make the' 
curriculum more, relevant ^ to the needs of 
young {Mople arid to the demands of a chang- 
ing, society. In a world .of work ,ln which 
uhqrnployment and dtl]|er forces are inducing 
riiarelve changes, siich' temptations must. Ire 
fjrqily resisted. Work-experience schemes 
have a strong syiQbblie role to play as a 
Trojan horse for experiential , learning and 
school to work intenicliori within the structure 
of compulsory schooling. This Is no excuse for 
not clari^ihg (heir own role. But they need to 
be refined and supplemented, not replaced.

Rick Rogers looks at the 
controversial rise of the 
National Association for 
Pastoral Care in Education 
and David Lister profiles

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"^^nce tbe pastoral head in a school was 
m Bseen as (he chief beater, (hen tbe 
m Iciiief counsellor. Now it's ail about 
curriculum planning and develop- 
ment.*' That was how Keith Blackburn, head 
of St George’s comprehensive in Gravesend, 
outlined the three pliases pastoral care has 
gone throiigli since the comprehensive reorga- 
nlnlion of the sbcties triggered its phe- 
nomenal rise in Bridsh schools. 

But the further development of pastoral 
care Is bedevilled b/ a number of difficulties. 
There are two key probleins: too many 
sehM^ are stuck In those earlier phases En- 
able' dr unwilling tp; develop more so^hbitl-i : 
Gated praedeesi and t^nd, there \t a raa]or 
disagreement about the place of pastoral care 
both in a school’s organization and In the 
roles to be played by teachers. 

The emergence last year of the National 
Association for Pastoral Care in Education 
(NAPCB), which has just published the first 
issue of ite Joumal, has, in turn, given a 
further twist to the argument over wbat has 
become known as the pastoral/academic split. 
Briefly, the first flush of pastoral care saw 
j the proiifmatlon of formal, separate oiganlza- 
dons and responsibility posts in schools - 
tutors, heads .of house. and of year, and so. on.

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The answer is guidance and training. But 
few local authorities have advisers with speci- 
fic responsibility for pastoral care - and there 
are few advisers who have ever held pastoral 
care posts in. school. For teachen, the chances 
are slim of having encountered pastoral care 
on initial training or subsequent inservice 
courses. 

Last yesr’s HMI report The new teacher in 
school, revealed that 54 per cent of new 
teachers fdt they had not been properly pre- 
pared for taking on pastoral duties in school. 
This was worse than any other aspect of 
teaching. 

Lack of preporation seems to permeate the 
.whole profession. A 1980 survey of 633 Inner 
London teachers fbund only 6 per cent had 
been on a pastoral care jnservlce course. For 
senior staff the situation was generally worse: 
only 3 per cent pC senior teachers and of 
head, and -8 per cent of deputy heads.

1 0 the hall at Broadwood Junior School in 
Newcastle there was a display of fired 
pottery knights and wmrd dragon-like 
creatures. The knights looked convincingly 
old and tired: tbe dragons indefinably human. 
And in the head’s study, unknown to the 
casual visitor, a series of taped conversations 
udth the eight-yea^old creators of these 
pieces could be listened to; conversations 
which provide an illuminating insight into how 
the children set about making their potterv 
figures. 

These taped comments by the children are 
pan of a systematic effort by the head of 
Broadwood, Win Findlay, over the last year 
10 set up an evaluation of the school which 
includes both staff and pupils in constant 
reassessment and revision of the curriculum. 
Members of staff teach in pairs so one cun 
criticize the other, staff meetings are taped 
and the transcripts used to discuss staff atti- 
tudes and viewpoints, and the children's own 
l^rceptions of how their learning occurs are 
listened to. 

''As wr designed It we kept changing our 
ideas. We wondered whether we should do it 
with scales and then we thought better not 
because it would sort of change the monster 
and it wouldn't look so good. We felt confi- 
dent that it was going to look good when we'd 
■finished it and we talked all the way about 
what we were going to do and when we'd 
finished we were quiet because we thought it 
was properly done." 

"Ours is like a sandsnake and ha, like, 
slltbere and its just like he came out by 
accident and all our ideas were just ready in 
the clay and it seems as if it kept moving and 
it sort of grew to look like a snake. At first 
we thought it looked a bit scary and knew 
that it was finished because it wouldn't look 
good if it had more things oh and it would 
spoil it." 

Win Findlay chose the expressive arts - 
language, literature, poetry, art. music and 
droma - as the starting point for evaluation 
because it was a non-threatening subject 
which did not depend on academic results. 
She asked teachers with expertise in the sub- 
ject to think about what drama and pottery 
had to offer the curriculum. Teachen working 
in pairs kept field notes and compared their 
teaching in the light of specific aims they had 
set themselves. 

As the work progressed, the ensuing discus- 
sion (a (he stafl^Din was taped and analysed. 
The head wanted all tbe staff, to be Involved 
from the beginning, feeling that otherwise 
they would lack commitment. She tried to 
adopt a neutral stance but realized, on listen- 
i)tg 10 the tapes, how eosy it was to shape the 
way the discussion was going by summarizing 
the points mode by the staff. They learned 
from the tapes how different the reality of the 
nieeting was from what they thouglit hod been 
said. "Dcmocrocy doesn't mean getting what 


want but arriving at a consensus,” Win' 
Findlay said. 

Discussions in the staffroom about these 
experiences had to be handled carefully. In 
the beginning. Win says, one of her best 
teachers fell “de-skilied". The teacher's own i 
sensitivity made her feel that others were 
covering areas she had missed. It was a pain- 
ful experience for the teacher but both Win 
and the other staff gave her immediate sup- 
port. As the teachers became more confident. 
Win Findlay found her staff were able (o 
think, act and talk in a much more united 
way. "After all. everytxvdy can improve but 
not all will achieve the same standard." 

The most controversial part of the exercise 
was the shared teaching. Members of staff did 
this on a purely voluntary basis and chose 
their partner. While they could interrupt each 
others' lessons, it was understood that this 
would be on a constructive basis, in practice.

teachers who were already In sympathy with 
each other teamed up. Jay Mawdsley and Jen 
Ogle chose to tackle the theme of local myths 
and legends together. They used each other’s 
classes as an audience for taped stories .about 
the sea and monsters. T^ey sparked ideas off 
each other and were relieved to find the same 
gaps in each other's classes ns in their own. 

Jan Mawdsley found this cooperation a 
tremendous help In, the planning stage and 
says. she was able to cover a. much larger 
range of story telling techniques thap would 
have been possible working alone. She admits 
(hat they whould have perhaps been-' piore 
critical of each other and agrees (hat It would' 
be interesting tp try teaming up with a col- 
league that one was less In syrripathy with. 

This part of the evaluation is made possible 
at Broadwood because Newcastle is generous 
with Its staffing allowances nnd the school has 


a supernumerary teacher, Eileen Bell, who is 
now collating information on the results of the 
cooperative teaching with the idea of formu- 
lating a language policy for the school. She 
worked alongside the deputy head, Mike 
Hunter, on a language theme based on King 
Arthur. She found it a tremendous advantage, 
particularly in (he pottery lessons "where I 
wns his apprentice and learned by watching 
him”. 

She*^ says, "Wc used each other as sounding 
boards for ideas in the language leaching. At 
the beginning. I was nervous. This was a 
different way of teaching. For example, note 
taking - that's a difficult thing to teach to 
10-yenr-olds but it's much ensier when you 
split it. Where our appronch differed. I 
appreciated it and was glad of it.*’ 

The school is very keen on drama and, as 
pnrt of the King Arthur work, the children 
had two days at n drama centre where 
teachers acted in role and set up simulated 
ndventares for the children to act out as 
knights of the Round Table. Eileen Bell 
found that rlie children achieved much more 
in their writing and poetry than she had 
nnticiiNiied after their experience ni the drama 
centre. She says. "Tltis was something 1 
would have liopcd but not expected. 1 wns 
quite n missionary oflcrwards.'' 

The children's taped comments show how 
engrossed they were in their roles nnd how 
importani tlic oml discussion work wns to 
them. The staff, listening, saw that they had 
underestimated the iinpnci of drama on the 
children. “If I hud told them this," Win says, 
"the impact would not have been nearly so 
great as when they could hear (he proof for 
themselves.” 

The final part of the evnluation was an 
analysis of the tapes and study notes to see 
which were essential elements of the curricu- 
lum. Win spent most of her evenings making 
graphs 10 compute teachers' and children's 
comments and to see what they held in com- 
mon ns vital ingredients. 

But she stresses that this , is the kind of 
thing that must be done through the curricu- 
lum and not as a separate exercise. Maths and 
science U next on the list and she has already 
prepared personal reports for the children to 
fill in and take home for their parents to add 
remarks. It asks questions such ns "do yoii 
enjoy working alonel How do you feel a\^t 
discussions? Do you talk lo other people 
about your work?” 

Nancy Elliot, seiiipj* inspector , for primary 
ediiCHtipn’ in Newcasile, applauded the evnula- 
tion at Broodwond in terms ..of profesrioiiai 
deveiopmetit for. the staffs '-'teachers should 
be in.Bchoo^ where it is recognized that. what 
(hey are doihg is good but. become aware that 
they could do better.

Two recent publications from HMI 
have implications for both teacher- 
trainers and schools. Vie New 
Teacher in Schoot (1982) was the 


result of a survey of teachers in 
their first job and The content of 
Inlfial troMuig (January .1983) gave 


what» at first aighti .uemed a simple' 
prescription for the content, of initial 
iraifiing. Close readiiu,. however, 
reveals a mismatch between the 


time allocated to study and practice 
of curriculum and wnal would be 


needed for the development of 
wider understandings of society and 
culture sug^ted by the inspectors. 

It is easier for us all to identify 
shortcomings and to prescribe for 
perfection than to deal with the de- 
tail of putting aims Into practice. 
HMI are no more immune than 
tutors in training institutions ' or 
^achers in schools. Nevertheless, 
some hindamental issues are raised 
about how teachers are prepared for 
work in schools, and the roles of 
those concerned with initial prepara- 
tion and induction. 


Before ■ discussing these, it is 
necessary to put HMI’s contribu- 


After John Eggleston's important 
account (7'£5, January 14) of the 


account [TES, January 14) of the 
incursions of HMI. under political 
pressure, into university education 
departments, and Arthur Pollard's 


departments, and Arthur Pollards 
ffE5, January 21) presermtions 
from mainstream academic life, re- 


hearsing old ideas about the selec- 
tion of students and practical train- 
ing for classrooms, the time has 
surely come to assert a number of 
truths about teacher education as an 
area of profc.ssionnl activity in which 
conscientious endeavour in the face 
of some highly intractable problems 
is more the norm than the excep- 
tion. 

Pint, as to the odequa^ of the 
preparation offered in initial training 
let it be recognized that teaching in 
schools is indeed a highly stressful 
and enervoling activity. It is char- 
acterized by a high level of intense 
social activity, oricn conflict-laden. 
There is a continuous underlying 
debate in most schools uboui nims 
nnd methods; there is pressure on 
resources and nn environment of 
endemic change. There is little sup- 


rurther must recede the preset ot 
preparation in any straightforward, 
sense of the term. Preparation is not 


sense of the term. Preparation is not 
reducible to classroom skill, though 
obviously it niust contain it. What 
schools need are teachers sensitive 
to individual pupils, responsive to 
(he demands of order and discipline, 
experts in their subjects, articulate 
in the staff group, confident with 
governors and parents. 

I Teacher education restricted to 
training for classrooms ns they are 
would be seriously deficient as a 
preparation of any kind for profes- 
stonnl critical reflection, the 
weighing of alternatives, the pre- 
tentniion of a point of view in the 
outside world and effective class- 
room implementation. One is 
templed to surmise that prescrip- 
tions such as Professor Pollard's are 
effectively attempts to resirict the 
imagination of leacliers in the in- 


dons into perspective, and in par- 
ticular, the methodological problems 
arising from the survey The New 


ective, and in par- 


arising from the survey the New 
Teacher in School. 

HMI considered the level of 


agreement between schools' rating 
oT teachers* skills and their own 


ratings to be “quite high”. But of 
the % primary teachers studied. 


perfect ureement between schools 
and NMrs ratings was obtained in 
only seven cases. At the other ex- 
treme, one teacher was rated as 
very poor by HMI and very good by 
the school. Of those in between, 48 


werh rated higher and 35. lower- by • 
schbote Shan Hlyll, and a statistical 


analysis shows .that roujghly speak- 
ing, the amount of overmp between 
schools and HMI ratings is less than 
20 per cent. Some discussion of the 
sources of such substantial disagree- 
ment would not have come amiss, 
particularly os this is even more 
pronounced for ratings of secondary 
school teachers. 

. Schools' ratings were based on 
the familiarity of their everyday 
knowledge of the teachers, whereas 
HMI’s were gained from two 
periods of observation which may 


K erlods of observation which may 
qve been stressful for inexperi- 
enced teachers. Mnny of us nave 


memories of the mistakes made 
when under scrutiny in our claas- 


Tooras, and the mote so earW in our 
teaching careers when skills were 
still . fraple. Other possible sources 
of disagreement include a desire oil 
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port for staffs from sympathetic pro- 
ressional outsiders ana plenty of 
caroina criticism from unsvmoatnetic 


carping criticism from unsympathetic 
non-professional outsiders. 

In such circumstances anyone who 
lliouglu he or she was or could be 
fully prepared in advance for the 
demands of professional teaching 
would probably be self-deluded. The 
aspiration to prepare a student for 
teaching is a blank cheque that can 
never be honoured. The further we 
understand the depth of (he prob- 
lems facing school tctichers. the 
more expenmental we become, the 
further must recede tlie prospect of 


lerests of a status quo which serves 
certain interests In education well 
but which is not in the interests of 
most pupils. 

There is an academic elite which 
is quite happy with a secondary 
school system which provides a 
ready supply of examination-passing 
students at the cost of a curriculum, 
and a set of teaching methods doing 
scant justice to the needs of the 
many. Nearly all teachers and most 
students in initial training recognize 
this. Indeed, that students in initial 
training have a point of view hard- 
won through years of endeavour in 
classrooms is almost totally neg- 
lected in the rhetoric of Professor

Pollard and HMI alike. The often 
highly moral and indignant view- 
pmnt of the students is not some- 
thing teacher educators ought to 
ignore. 

If it is correct to say that teacher 
education prepares students for 
roles which are highly ambiguous 


then I think it quite remarkable that 
the level of aissaiisfaction as re- 


wrted by HMI is no more than one 
fifth of new teachers in relation to 


fifth of new teachers in relation to 
many aspects of their training. Since 
no one can be fully prepared it is 
also right to draw attention to the 
lack of continuing support for 


the part of schools to protect their 
young staff by giving favourable re- 


ports, or, one hopes less likely, that 
substantial numbers of schools have 
substandard expectations. Induction 
- or the lack of it - is another 


confounding variable. Not only does 
the quantity and quality of induction 
vary nationally, but in the sample 


vary nationally, but in the sample 
studied a third of the primary 
teachers had no permanent contract 
and these are the teachers least like- 
ly to be included, in induction. 

Induction programmes are one 
means by which teaching skills and 
strategies are extended and consoU-' 
dated, and therefore analysis needed 
to show how ratings of mastery of 
teaching skills related to Induction 
programmes. This is not to suggest 
that the shortcomings of some new 
teachers are due to what happens 
after completion of initial training, 


but to suggest that these are pul 
into the l^ad perspective needed 
for a balanced view of training. 

As is rightly acknowledged, both 
schools and trainliu institutions' 
have roles to play In initial training. 
In part this depends bn the way 
theory and practice are allowed to 
Inform the other in training. To take 
the example of primary PO^ 
courses, which appeor to yield a 
higher proportion of teachers with 
poorly developed ^lls than does 
the four year BEd course, there 
have been a number of develop- 
ments towards more continuous ex- 
perience in schools. With such a 
small sample perhaps it was not 
possible to. relate . mastery of 
teaching skills to the way a course 
was organized, but siieh an analj^s 
would le. worthwhile. 

It may well throw light on 
whether cOurseS which have moved 
away , - ftqm compartmentaliud 
theory- and practice , towards 'an in- 
tegration of the two aspects through 
extended . work .in. schools, produce .

A second charge iigoinst the 
teacher educators concerns theory. 
Variously wc hear that the llicory 
content of courses is not rigorous, 
or it is irrelevant. Most such critic- 
isms hi'ivc more thun ii germ of 
historical validity yet they betray 
ignorance of the high level of in- 
novation and experiment throughout 
the teacher educaiinii institutions in 
the past decade or so. Practical 
theoiy is the stock in trade of the 
lecturers. New course designs under 
the stimulus of attrition and merger, 
many disciplined by the procedures 
of the CNAA, have seen the in- 
teeralion of the disciplines of educa- 
tion and clearer focus on the practical. 

The Open University Initial Train- 
ing-INSET project brought together 
dozens of iirstitutions experimenting 
with classroom based work involving 
tutors, students and teachers in joint 
problem solving activity. Such work 
as this has higmighted the problems 
of cooperative relationships with 
schools. It has also given evidence 
of the enormous amount of energy 
and intelligence which has gone into 
the reform and development of 
teacher education. 

What must be recognized is that 
there is in teacher education n range 
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cational practice oy their tutors, and 
the opportunity to practise it in 
schools. TO take an example, if stu- 
dents are encouraged In their In- 
stitution to develop basic skills with- 
in a broad curriculum, but meet in 


schools a subject-centred ctlrriculum 
within an inflexible timetable, this 
produces conflict for students and a 
dilemma for tutors. Both students 
and their, tutors are guests In schools 
and .must accept the. houK rules.

This section has opened an obstetric cham- 
ber of horrors," comments Professor Shorter 
on his chapter “Pain and Death In Clilld- 
birth". In fact virtually the whole book is a 
chamber Of horrors: by the end of it, you feel 
you've been at close quarters with more brut- 
al births, horrendous abortions, deformed pel- 
vises, grosdy Infected uteri and disgusting folk 
h^tions than several, medieval midwives, 
Bieronymous Bosch and A J Cronin put 
together. I read every word until about half 
u*yi and then 1 deliberately skipped. 1 
couldn't see why It was necessary for me to 
(iperienoe all this shocking detail) what the 
piling bn of agony was going to tell me that 
flection and prdcls couldn’t make clear. 

thesis of the book is that "ending 
^cal rictimizatlon of women" while not 
oie actual cause of feminism is certainly “a 
ptl^ndition". As long as women had con- 
: ^1 unplanned pregnancies, lack of know- 
kdge about women’s diseases, and were per- 


petually exhausted, they could not view femi- 
ninity as anything other than a basically nega- 
tive concept, “a burden . . . which they car- 
ried in quiet resignation". Shorter is here 
talking about “the common people”. “One 
reason other historians of women have gone 
wrong,” he writes, “is that, for lack of im- 
i^netlon, .they, have concentrated upon 
women In the upper S per cent of the popula- 
tion . . . The lives of women among the com- 
mon people were entirely different. And this 
book Is a first effort to reconstruct those 
fives." 

But it reconslrocis only the negative side of 
those lives. Which is not altogether surprising 
when one considers Shorter’s foremost 
sources: “1 rely heavily upon . doctors’ 
accounts of what ailed their patients. Early- In 
the nineteenth century various clinics began 
keeping systematic records of disease, and 
after 1650 there began an enormous flood of 
medical publication . . . The women them- 
selves spenk to us indirectly through proverbs, 
folksongs, popular health recipes, and magical 
rites . . . There are many other sources, too, 
so we shall not lose the average woman from 
our sights." I am afraid, however, that two- 


and-B-half pages on embryotomy (the destruc- 
tion of the infant in the -womb 1^ a mutilating 
operation done with hooks and scissors when 
die mother could hot be delivered) makes one 
lose sight of most things for about the next 
ten pages - which happen to cover contracted 
pelvises, elderly mothers, haemorrhages, 
eclampsia and death. 

< 1 was pulled up rather short earlier, in a 
section headed “Did Women Enjoy Sex Be- 
fore 1900?” In which he concluded “Tradition- 
al women were sexually cowed and emotional- 
ly brutdized by men”, when .tie iienijirked, 
“Some blts'of evidence, such as Emmanuel Le 
Roy Ladurte’s study df a medieval Frendi 
village, seem to go against my case." Montalh 
/or (q pretty considerable "Ut” as. bits go),- 
because It. is an ^1-round reconstruction and 
not;8 thesis, both supports and denies Profes- 
sor 'Shorter’s case, wfe-beating was cornmqn 
there, and Ladurie quotes a man. who said; 
“The soul of a woman and the soul of a sow 
are one and the same thing - In other words, 
not much": but alongside that, there were 
men who inSrried for love, and women who 
enjoyed passionate affaires. The unremitting 
cUnlcal dark of A History of Womens Bodies 


makes it difficult to imagine an “average 
woman" ever being able to take pleasure from 
a fine day, never mind fall for a handsome 
face. 

It is not that I disagree that advances in 
medical knowledge and practice were not 
essential to the development and energy of 
the women’s movement, but I feel that this 
argument has been tacked on, fore and aft, to 
what is an historical account of the recorded 
facts of birth and women’s diseases, mainly in 
France and Germany before this century, and 
Britain and the United States thereafter. As 
such a record, it is knowledge that must be 
sifted and published, and Shorter has pre- 
sented it forcefully and coherently; but it 
remains a medical history. 1 think the author 
Is partly aware of this, for he occasionally 
apologizes to an imaginary general reader: 
“For completeness, let me conclude this 
rather dull chronicle . . (actually a rather 
interesting account of the regulation of mid- 
wives before the nineteenth century), or “f 
know that by now the reader is weary of- 
childbirth complications'*. If he were really 
pursuing the connexion with - the rise of the - 
women's movement, then I feel the case his- 
tories would be compacted, nnd other themes 
considered - such as the parallel emergence of 
psychology alongside modern medicine. 

One of his reasons for demonstrating so 
thoroughly the sufferings of earlier women, is 
to counterbalance recent complaints about the 
over-monitoring of childbirth In hospital. He 
sees the thirties ns a turning point when 
women lost the chance of “control*' in the 
birth process. On the whole they had wel- 
comed the trend both for first babies to be 
* bom in hospital and the use of anaesthetics, 
and if ntedical knowledge of the foetus had 
not become so advanced they would have 
been able to exercise increasing choice during 
a delivery. But now the emphasis is so much 
on tlie technical monitoring of (he condition 
of the unborn child, those choices have once 
more disappeared, leading, so Shorter be- 
lieves, to “a romanticized and generally lalse 
picture of the typcal birth in traditional 
times". I’m not convinced that anyone with a 
smattering of the social history and literature 
1 of the nineteenth century has a particularly 1 
romanticized view of “traditional” childbirth, I 
but if they do, A Hfsiory of Women's Bodies | 
will certainly scotch it. 

Some of the old practices described In the 
chapter on abortion are perhaps unwise for 
inclurion- In a general book. Shorter says, 

- “Then in Ihe yean 16S0 to 1930 Ihere was > 
major breakthrough, giving all women' the 
possiMU.ty. of reasonably safe abortiofis more 
or less at will. This new accessibility of abor- 
tion, .T belleye, helped lift from women's 
shoulders a major source of vulnerability: 
vulnerability to unwanted pregnancies."* More 
or, less at will? No, definitely not. And sex 
knowledge, self-knowledge, body knowledge, 
contihue to be patchy; muddled and myste- 
rious according to circumstance. Unwanted 
pregnancies still drive people to desperate 
rrieasures.

Music for Youth opens its 1983 sea- 
son for the first time with n "Re- 
eionsl" Festival at St John’s Smith 
Souare. London on March 1. The 
Smith Square event will murk the 
start of a nation-wide programme of 
youth music festivals in 20 further 
venues throughout March, nil of 
tthieh are open to the public, with 
free admission. The series is being 
supported for the second year run- 
ning by W H Smith, as part of their 
arts and youth sponsorship prog- 
ramme. 

Thirty groups will appear at St 
John's, from London and Home 
Counties' schools. In all, some 600 
young musicians will perform 
throughout the day, from 10.30 to 
ioo pm. As always, we can expect 
to hear a wide range of music and a 
variety of styles, including chamber 
' and orchestral works, jazz and big 
band music, wind and bra.ss bands, 
cboirs, percussion, steel bunds and 
even handbell ringers. The London 
area seems particularly strong on 
chamber music this year, with

rpington (where St Oiave's School 
is building a reputation in this area) 
and High Wycombe. The string 
teaching influence of Sheila Nelson 
and Peter Walmough is also strongly 
evident in (he chamber music 
category.

It sounds like a good idea. The 
great Romantic actor Edmund Kean 
tlirows himself around his dressing- 
room, waviiie a bottle and relating 
the story of his life. Ho tells of his 
frustrating early years as a starving 
pruvinci.'il plavcr (“Always Harle- 
quin, never Sh.'ikespeurc!'^) and of 
his phemimenni success of his first 
nnpenrnnce at Drury Lane in 1814, 
He tells of (he scandals of his pri- 
vate life ("Kean needs boozel Kean 
needs whores!") and of his prema- 
ture physical and popular decline. 
With the aid of a icw props he 
enacts for us his famous roles - as 
Macbeth. Othello, Richard III. And 
he quotes (he testimonies to his ex- 
cellence from Hazlitt. Byron and 
Coleridge. 

Such is the play, by Rtiymund 
FitzSimons, which Ben Kingsley 
stars in on Sunday evening. He has 
already pl.iycd (he part on stage, 
and will Jo so .igaln at the Lyric, 
Hammersmith in April. He niust. 
therefore, have been regarded as 
successful in the rule, but (o me he 
seems an unpromising choice, his 
own ccrehrul. low-key style of .acting 
being so different from Kean's (de- 
scribed by Hazlilt as "all passion, all 
energy, all relentless will”). He 
doesn'l succeed in the part: ihe per- 
formance he gives is nti intense one,

(It is a bizarre decision 
to portray the Othello v I.igo "duel" 
witn Junius Brutus Booth, when the 
other parly is not present.) But it a 
Kingsley's fault that he dues not 

K roperly imitate Kean's technique - 
is umg pauses, for example, or his 
abrupt transitions from grand to coi- 
loquin) style. Even a specific item of 
Kean's lennique, his stressing of the 
word “f.iiher*’ in Hamlet's line “I'll 
call thee Hamiet, King, Father, 
Noble Dane" is not bothered with > 
and that seems perverse when the 
effect is so easily achieved. His 
Harlequin, incidentally, is embarras- 
sing, seeming to owe more to 
Ronald McDonald than lo the com- 
media deU'arie.

Not 
even the towering Andes or vast 
Amazon jungle managed to isolate 
the children irom the neighbouring 
Donald Duck, Superman. Tom, Jer- 
ry and Co. 

Ever since I was a child I've 


one of its shakes, in the sixties, 
highly motivated groups throughout 
the country joined together in an 
effort to encourage reading by 
young pecmie. The National Found- 
ation of Books for Young People 
(the Brazilian section of IBBY) 
played an important role in what 
became a movement for the promo- 
tion of chitdren's literature. S^ome of 
the groups argued that literature for 
young people should be developed 
' to what they considered was the 
optimum ie half the production 
should be national, providing the 
children with (heir own reality, and 
the other half foreign, showing the 
life and conflicts of our neighbours 
in the world. Other gro^s argued 
against this approach: “Tlie North 
pays little or no attention to our 
culture, why should we continue to 
consume their culture?" Tlie dqbalcs 
rage in schools, universities, govern- 
ment departments, publishers - a 
healtl^ sign in a country where pub- 
lic opinion is not necessarily encour- 
aged. 

In 1972 the Government passed n 
law “recommending" thnt primary 
teachers nominate at least two 


tors to participate in the increased 
production of literature fur young 
people. The concept that writing for 
children was somewhat demeaning 
began to fade, nnd an iiicrcnsine 
number of established authors started 
writing novels for the young. 

Book Fairs were introduced to, 
ihc schools to enable chidren to 
become fainilinr with books, and to 
develop the habit of selecting whnt 
they feel like reading. Untu 1975 
there was only one bookshop in 
Brazil exclusively for children; tnere 




are now fifteen. Literature for 
Young People has become pan of 
(he curriculum in many universities, 
and an increasing number of schools 
ufc developing their own libraries 
for children: authors are being soli- 
cited by schools to discuss their 
hooks, in what cun be animated 
debates with the children. 

In 1980. ()K0 lialionnl and 470 
foreign children’s titles were pub- 
lished in Brazil with an average 
print run of I5.()(]l) for each hnok 
fur the ye»r. In the liierury miirket, 
the sector publishing hooks f«ir 
voung people (excluding icxlbooks) 
has expnmied liiore iliun anv other 
In the past decade. Attracted by in- 
creased snle.s. ninny publishers who 
hud previously ignored the *'sinnll 
worla" now entered, and approx- 
iniiitely 40 publishing coinpunics are 
actively engaged ' in publishing 
literature for young people in 
Brazil.

Finding the tone of voice 


"Fur the laM ten ycnrs 1 havu hved 
with an obsession/' suid the French 

E ublisher Jean Dcias. n director of

not textbooks or tcncliine inalcriitl - 
distributed in England.

The second chapter on curriculum 
content is a good example of this 
amalgam. Barnes covers several of 
the major writers on content; Hirst 
on forms of knowledge. Lawton on 
faculties, Bernstein on classification 
and framing, Pring on integration, 
as well as specialisms like Wilson on 
moral education At intervals he 
offers guidance on how to devise 
content, or exercises which a school 
staff or department might under- 
take. Few schools would not benefit 
from and enjoy the section on “bas- 
ing Q curriculum on life skills”, for 
example, which gives lists of factors 
to consider, as well as details of the 
Illinois plan for the special educa- 
tion of exceptional children, origi- 
nally devised for the mentally hand- 
icapped, but full of ideas which 
could be applied to the education of 
all children. 

There is an excellent chapter on 
curriculum evaluation which again 
not only describes (he sort of 
strategies available to those seeking 
to appraise what they do, but also 
gives case study material showing 
actual school or classroom evalua- 
tions, including ways of observing 
children, using schedules for sys- 
tematic analysis of what transpires 


in lessons, or undertaking sel^eva- 
luation. 

The final section on control of the 
curriculum deals with parents, gov- 
ernors and the communi^, describ- 
ing how these groups may become 
involved in a sensible and meaning- 
fol way. There is a clear description 
of the work of such agencies as the 
Assessment of Performance Unit 
and of various reports from HM 
Inspectorate. 


I very much enjoyed reading the 
whole book and found little to quib- 
ble about. I suppose there are two 
small criticisms one could make. 
Some readers may foel the author is 
too optimistic and should have said 
more about constraints, but the 
problems of implementing change 
are well known, and some of the 
stone age obstructionists will not 
bother even to open this tome. A 
second point is that Barnes is 
perhaps too uncritical of the ideas of 
the well known authorities but 
chooses instead to invite the reader 
to ponder on them. This gentler 
approach is, I find, much more en- 
gaging of the reader's willingness to 
refiect than the savage ba^-biting 
and professional jealousy character- 
istic of some books on education. 
Indeed this sort of challenge to 
teachers to undertake critical reflec- 
tion on their own and their school's 
practice within a framework of sup- 
port is more likely to lead to change 
than a hundred harangues. 

This five hundred page volume is 
a treasure-chest of iwas, has been 
put together with great industry and 
imagination, and is well worth the 
attention of both novice and experi- 
enced practitioners. Everyone con- 
cerned with curriculum development 
and evaluation would benefit from 
reading it. All the curriculum theory 
in the book is well known to expen- 
enced professionels, but the sugges- 
tions for translating it into proce- 
' dures which stand a chance or mak- 
ing a real impact on classroom

cnied that ancient Chinese proverb: 
“I hear, and 1 forget. I see, .ind I 
remember, f do, and I understand", 
which was widely quoted In the 
creative sixties and almost forgotten 
ill these “eviifuntintt ciehties".

(he ■ Boat Museum at Ellesmere 

Pod. , . j. . 

In the authentic surroundings of 
the old dock complex, designed by 
Thomas Telford during the indust- 
rial revolution in the early 
niiieteenth century, historic canal 
boats, the largest collection in 
Europe, are afloat in the canal basin 
where the Shropshire Union joins its 
massive companion, the Manchester 
Ship Canal. 

In Its large red brick exhibition 
centre, oririnaliy a grain warehouse, 
the story or Britain^ canal system is 
told with models, drawings, photo- 
graphs and artifacts. The centre- 
piece is one of the most famous 
narrow boats of all, the' Friendship, 
w'orked by Joe and Rose Skinner 
who carried coal from the East Mid- 
! lands to depots along the Oxford 
Canal for 30 years until they retired 
in 1959. Alter that, they continued 
to live in it for a further IS years. 

The setting and variety of the 
Boat Museum are impressive by any 
standard, though a visit to it needs 
careful pre-planning and super- 
vision. With locks and^wharves, sever- 
al branches of canal and an assortment 
of eighteenth and nineteenth-century 
iodustria] buildings to explore, the 
sCojM of wbal to see is very wide - and 
so u the possibility of unscheduled 
kddents like pupils getting lost or 
even falling in tne water! 

‘ The Idea for the museum grew 








from the boat collection which was 
built up by a group of canal enthu- 
siasts. In 1970, they formed the 
North Western Museum of Inland 
Navigation Trust and with local and 
county authority backing acquired 
the derelict docks. 

Now under the watchful eye of 


1843-style re-opening of the Lower 
Dock later in the year. 

School visits to the museum, 
booked in advance, with a guide 
provided, take about two hours 
(children 5Sp): additionally they can 
include a hour trip on a nnrrow- 
boat along the Shropshire Union 
(children 40p or the boat, which 
carried SO, can be chartered for 
three hours - £80).

In AD 681 monks from Monkwear- 
mouth founded a new monastery at 
Jarrow. Much of the evidence of 
'their work has now been excavated 
and seen by thousands of school- 
children each year as they visit St 
Paul's Church and the Bede Monas- 
tery Museum at Jarrow Hall. 

A auarter-mile east of the Tyne 
Tunnel, St Paul's Church was sack- 
ed by both the Danes nnd William 
the Conqueror. It survived momis- 
tery suppression in 15.37 aiul severe 
deterioration 200 years Inter until 
George Gilbert Scott repaired its 
beautiful Saxon chancel and Nor- 
man Tower an«> added the present 
nave. Its most recent huiile was 
^insi those who wanted lo declare 
it redundant IS years ago after 
1930s unemployment and postwar 
slum clearance removed much of its 
Immediate population. Now this 
lovely stoneraced church is a centre 
for pilgrimage and education, as 
well as containing the oldest piece 







Church and museum form an ex- 
cellent centre for studying Anglo- 
Saxon life. Both provide worksheets 
if schools request them, nnd trained 
teachers are responsible for guided 
lours. The museum also includes a 
slide loan semee and teachers' 
notes and can show slides on site or 
arrange preliminary and follow-up 
visits. Regular courses are held for 
teachers on the cducationni possibi- 
lities of the museum.

A taste of summer wine 

By Angela Rose 


GREATER LONDON 


The first vines in Britain were 
brought over from Italy by the sol- 
diers of the Roman Etnpire, when 
the drinking of wine was an iiiiegral 
part of the Christian icligion. By the 
time of the Norman Conquest, En- 
glish wine ivas (n be fniiiui all over 
rte Southern counties. Enulisli viti- 
culture started to dcciine when King 
Henry 11 married Eleanor of 
Aquitaine and her dowry incliideii 
[he prosperous vineyards of (lie Bor- 
deaux area of France. The excellent 
FfShch wines were imported to Eng- 
land and sold al such competitive 
prices that (lie demand for English 
wine decreased. 

The Benodieline monks enntiiuicd 
to make wine during the Middle 
ages and after the Dissolution of llie 
Monastiies, this was continued by 
various sections of tlie landed gen- 
try. Lack of sugar after the ^i^st 
World War meant a lull of 25 years 
and English wine started to lose its 
kienliiy and be confused with fruit 
wines. In 1952, the first English 
wine for a quarter of a century was 
made in Hampshire and thus set (he 
wliccls in motion for a thriving in- 
dustry. 

The major wine growing areas in 
Britain arc bused in the Soutli of 
England, although some are to be 
found as far north ns Derbyshire. 
Most Englisli wine is white and can 
he made from either black or while 
grapes. Compared to imported 
wines it is expensive. TTiis is due to 


luck of tax concessions by the Brit- 
isb Government and the fact that 
(he colder climate excludes anv pas- 
I sdulHy of large yields from liooior 
ijualily grapes. 

Thu liL'sl regions climatically arc 
kuni, Sussex and llamnshiic. TTie 
large.si vineyard in Biitmii is the 
acre Limbcrhur.M Priory vineyard 
which lies nn the Kent mul Sussex 
borders off the A21. It is open to 
the public and welcomes scliool par- 
ties. 

Tlie "Vineyard Trail" which 
opened in inid-1981 is open through- 
out the year at .i charge of £1.00 Tor 
a teacher and .50p per child. An 
explanatory leaflet and map are pro-' 
vided and (he route leads through 
the vineyards. The grapes are still 
picked by hand and it is interesting 
to see the different methods oT 
jiruning and training. The staff work 
ihrougnout the year and depending 
on (he season they can be watched 
either pruning in January and 
February, planting in the spring oi 
spraying and harvesting in the au- 
tumn. 

Guided tours run fiom May I to 
Ociober 31. There are usually three 
tours per day, each lasting approx- 
imately two hours and it is essentini 
to book well in advance. After a 
tour through the vineyard, the pnrlv 
is taken round the winery ana the 
cellar, followed by a wine tasting. 

Gone are the days of peasants 
squashing the grapes between their

Perhaps most ente^rising of all 
Ihe British Engineerium Trust at 
Hove runs six week restoration 
courses For engineering students or 
apprentices and weekend workshops 
for 10 to 15-year-olds who learn 
basic engineering and decide 
whether it is the right career for 
them. 

Most museums and galleries hove 
made an effort. Some like the 
National Gallery, the Horniman in 
London, the Castle Museum in 
York, are superb. Some, often the 
so-called glass-case nuiseuins, could 
do better. But often, quite un- 
adventurous places have work 
sheets, a children'; room and a 
curator wh'o is happy to talk about 
the exhibits; Teachers are always 
well advised to go and discuss. their 
class needs first to get the best, out 
of any visit. Museum education 
officers, working in. a ratio of 
1 : 200,000 members of the public de- 
serve consideration.

There comes n time in many n 
child's life when the possibilities of 
Action Man and the battery oper- 
ated tank nre finally exhausted and 
he or she wants to come face to face 
with the real thing.

Fifteen years 
after its operatiunal life ceased in 
1961. it became part of the museum, 
and now displays .10 tanks, guns. 


missiles, a midget submarine and 
over 80 aircraft from a Blerioi 
monoplane of 1910 to 20 second 
world war aircraft, a Vulcan and a 
Victor bomber and Concorde 01. 

One hundred thousand square 
feel of additional, covered display 
area includes permanent exhibitions 
of Duxford's histo^ and the part 
played by its Americans in the war, 
the role of Gibraltar in the history 
of the British Empire, and 
armoured warfare. A new display 
tracing the development of the bom- 
ber Is due to open in July, and a 
reeular programme of weekend spe- 
cie events this year includes n 
Mountbatlen memorial air display 
on June 19 and a gathering of vin- 
tage aircraft on July 10.

Bones and pools

Bones preserved in a Devonshire' 
cave snow that tropical animals 
roamed the West Country long be- 
fore zoo parks became iWiionable 
The remains can be seen at the 
Pengelly Caves Study Centre, near 
Buckfastleigh, Britain’s only cave 
research centre dedicated to educa- 
tion and conservation. It is to be 
opened to specialist school study 
groups In September 1983. 

- Thb .Skte<.U>H^ahe,T Kiln <2varry, 
just Off the' m'abvIUandoiHPlyinoum ' 
road, which , was once a source of i 
limestone but has been disused for . 
iOO years. It gives access to five 
caves iip to 100 fedt deep. 

Above are two did &tpnd farm ' 
buildings. One- now contains a cave 
. museum; the other contains a lec- 
ture theatre, laboratc^, arts studio, 
comrnon room and ofnee. There are 
also a dormitory for 20 pupils and 
rooms for four staff, plus showers and 
a kitchen. 

Outside is a fine view of the Dart 
Valley, .a river .terrace of the Ice 
Age and of great interest geologi- 
cally. . , 

Quite the most inierestins of the 
caves is the one known as the Joint '' 
Mitnor. where, 10 = 1939. Mesm 
■Joint, Mitcliell and Norths disco- 
vered a rich store- of fossilized 
boiies dating from the Pleistocene, i 
period,' Among thein were the re-'^ 
mains of 16 spedes.of animal includ- ' 
jng Hon, hippopotamus, dephaiit,,

rhinoceros, hyena, wolf, bison and 
bear. 

Some 4,000 of these bones were 
excavated and carried off to the 
British Museum: others went to the 
Torquay Natural History Society's 
museum. These removals were only 
a small part of the deposit. The 
remainder are on view, some 
embedded in the walls of the cave, 
others in a large pile of detritus 
which fel|, some 10(),000 yeafs ago, 
through a funnel-shaped hole In Uie 
roof which trapped victims as effec- 
tively as a lobster-pot. 

This fuid is the richest of its kind 
ever to be discovered in Britain - 
and most of it will remain where it 
is as. a demonstration of good ex- 
cavation'practice so that victors can 
see how the deposit was formed and 
specialists can undertake further ex- 
ploration if that should ever seem 
necessary. Access is restricted to 
avoid changing the atmosphere and 
causing deterioration in the deposits 
but electric light has been Installed. 

This facility is not available else- 
where and visitors must carry their 
own .helmet lighla to Illumine the 
stalactite^, stalagmites; straws, cur- 
tains and crystal pools to be found in 
the dedper caves. Foremost of these is 
Reed’s Cave, reputed to offer some of 
the flneat formations in southern Hn o.

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When in Rome . . .

Rome! The Eternal City, the centre 
of ancient civilization, all things to 
^ - and women. A Hrst visit 

W Rome is likely to be an unforgeii- 
experience, and to our little 
party it was, for each in n different 
way. 

From the beginning, there had 
been reservations about HLX0inp,'iny- 
iofi a party of 14-ycnr-old srhoolgirts 
tne hazards of pickpockets, 
bjg-siulchers. terrorists and. not 
iMil, (he local Romeos who would 
undoubtedly make a bee-line for our 
uiNIe blondes.

E lentiful. but very crowded. Most 
uses operate either on n coin in the 
slot or with tickets previously purch- 
ased at liie tobacconist’s shops. 
Either way. the flat rate of 2U0 (irii 
(less than lOp) per journey, seemed 
good value. 

The luxurious shops of the Via 
Condotli, and the little stalls on the 
Spanish Steps with their alabaster 
and leather goods and jewellery 
were irresistible to the girls. What- 
ever else we did not sec, Harriet 
had set her heart on finding the 
Gucchi shop, but (he purpose of our 
visit was cdiicntionnl, so we mndc

Worlds of Faith is a series of 
twelve halC-nour radio programmes, 
made by John Bowker, Professor of 
Religious Studies at Lancaster “Uni- 
versity. He looks at the six major 
faiths (Hinduism, Buddhism, Sixh- 
ism, Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam) which are practised in Britain 
today, and tries to describe what it 
means for a person to follow one of 
them. 

The openiiu programme illus- 
trated some of the problems facing 
the followers of the newly arrived 
faiths: the Muslim who cannot be 
sure which restaurant food has been 
cooked in pork lard, the Hindu who 
would like to blow a conch loudly at 
dawn, the Orthodox Jew unable to 
trade on a Saturday. 

Programme two' presented an 
admirably concise introduction to 
the major faiths (one of the best 


examples of precis 1 have ever 
heard) and to key divisions - Ortho- 
dox, Reform and Liberal Judaism,

K ears, the voice of God on Radio 4 
as been that of Gerald Priestland.

Last week saw the start uf the 
series, an introductory film with the 
slightly ambiguous title, "And Make 
Me a Good Girl, Anicn”; tonight's 
film is about pacifism and is called 
“Arms and the Man*'.

Elisabeth Henry suggests that a Renaissance teacher’s report on 
our present curriculum would be rather severe 


Pederigo da Montefeltro, Duke of 
Urbino, left school at the age of 15 
to start his career as a mercenary 
commander. He became known as 
the greatest soldier of his lime, and 
gained wealth. When he sal for his 
portrait by della Francesca, he 
might have chosen his customary 
armour; but visitors ' to Florence, 
who rarely miss his small vivid 
painting, see him in plain rich robe 
and a scarlet drum or a hat, gazing 
with his one eye over his domains. 
The people of this landscape prof- 
ited by his riches; his welfare 
schemes included the employment 
of schoolmasters for them. 

Federigo prided himself on two 
achievements especially, in his 45 
years of warfare; one, that he 
walked about Urbino with no armed 
guard; two, the Library of manu- 
scripts in his new palace. It was a 
lending library, with a staff of more 
than 30. It’s treasures included no 
printed books. The Duke used every 
new invention in war, but believed 
that only the finest illuminators 
could produce worthy copies of clas- 
sical authors. 

The school which Federigo left in 
1435 (six years younger than some 
of Its pupils) was the famous 
**Joyous House'* of Vittorino da Fel- 
tre at Mantua. Here ,State benefac- 
tion allowed poor boj« to be admit- 
ted with some of princes and schol- 
ars. Vittorino taugnt some girls also. 

The name "Casa Gioiosa'.* did not 
I signify a holiday atmosphere. The' 
devotional pattern of days was said 
to be stricter than in many monas- 
teries, and the regimen of physical 
exercise and physical endurance 


would have satisfied Kurt Hanh. 
(Much of this discipline related to 
war, as the version followed in some 
schools today relates to social ser- 
vice.) rntellectually, every pupil was 
forced to work to his limit, in 
mathematics, history, music, and 
above all the study of the classics. 
Memorization was prodigious; the 
student also had to produce, con- 
stantly, original compositions in the 
ancient languages as well ns in his 
own. 

Federigo does not seem to have 
doubted the value of this training. 
In his library he set up a bust of his 
teacher Vittorino, with laudatory in- 
sCTtption. Nor did Vittorino doubt 
that in this case his teaching had 
succeeded; no question of failure or 
defect because the righteous duke 
did not choose to become a classical 
scholar. 

'Charles Darwin left school in 
1825, at the age of 16; he might 
have been expected to stay two or 


three years longer, but his father 
and his headmaster agreed there 
would be no use in it; was doing 
no good at school". Many years later 
he pronounced his Shrewsbury 
education "simply a blank". The 
severely classical curriculum of the 
English public school meant nothing 
to him, and his intellectual gifts and 
interests meant nothing to his 
teachers. His headmaster publicly 
rebuked him for spending time on 
"useless" chemical experiments and 
the observation of insects. 

In Darwin's day, the classical dis- 
cipline was not thought useless, be- 
cause it led to distinction in. 
academic life, also in Church and 
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State; for these ends it needed no 
knowledge of science or technology 
to support it, no political or artistic 
awareness, no impulse to explore or 
to create. Tlie men of the Renaiss- 
ance had left one legacy only, it 
seemed, to nineteenth-century edu- 
cators: a veneration for the tan- 
kages and literature of ancient 
Greece and Rome, 

As the moving principle for a sys- 
tem of education, this no longer 
seems enough - not even to those 
who know the classics well and find 
.them inspiring. That is why Greek 
'srammars are the first classbooks 
for the dustbin when grammar 
schools are being turned into some- 
thing else. Classical teachers in the 
last 70 years have been much con- 
cerned with trying to link study of 
Latin and Greek with a creative use 
of the knowledge these languages 
can unlock: to make veneration for 
the past into a powerful motive for 
an ambitious concern with the active 
world of the present. This happens, 
at present, only for a very few. 

Ir Latin teaching has been too ex- 
clusively concerned with the past, 
the opposite restriction often exists 
for modem languages: fluent con- 
versation, detailed fbllow-up proj- 
ects after exchange visits, but 
Goethe or Raciile remaining mere 
names. The sciences again limit 
their vision to present and future: 
the living present of community 
studies, conservation, plotting satel- 
lites: the tough personal hiture of 
tightly packed examination sylla- 
buses and application forms. In the 
fifties, history of science looked 
like a growth subject, but few 
schools nave time for it now, and 
science no longer includes the past.
